"NEW SOVIET PEOPLE’: SURVIVAL OF INDIVIDUAL NATIONALITIES NOT CONTRADICTORY

the USSR Academy of Sciences M. N. Rutkevich: "Old Prophecies Set to a New Tune”) 


[Text] Western propaganda has recently been full of allcgations that it is too 
early to say that a new and stable historical human community has been created in 
the USSR. Furthermore, references are made to statements by Soviet sociologists, 
who allegedly admit that the “sense of national awareness is growing, and not 
diminishing" in the nationalities populating our country. Judging by my own 
people, it is true that the Tatars’ sense of ethnic awareness is growing. But 
does this fact, or the fact that other Soviet nationalities have a sense of 
ethnic awareness, contradict the fact that a unified Soviet nationality has taken 
shape and is developing?

The numerous attempts to raise questions about the unification of nationalities 

in our country, of which M. Valitov writes, reflect one of the major trends in 
Western propaganda, which is striving to impose its tendentious assessment of 
ethnic relations in the Soviet society. Bourgeois ideologists are counting pri- 
marily on the force of nationalism, knowing that it awakens the sense of nationali- 
ty inherent in each individual. They view the stimulation of nationalist feelings 
in the peoples of the Soviet Union by means of the most shameless speculation on 
the tenacious hold of ethnic traditions on the mass mentality as a way of "disin- 
tegrating” our state. Here, for example, is some advice from the administration 
of the Voice of America radio station, printed in a U.S. State Department training 
aid: “Set the minority against the majority by making use of ethnic differences; 
turn the Estonians, Lithuanians, Belorussians, Ukrainians and others against the 
Russians. Foment ethnic discord!" 


The Soviet policy on nationalities is being attacked from all sides. Of course, 
ali of the sociologists, political scientists and historians who specialize in 

the distortion of Marxist-Leninist teachings about nations and nationalities cannot 
ignore the obvious achievements of the Soviet order. For this reason, they try 

to camouflage their lies with pseudoscientific, “respectable” phrases and sometimes 
even make hypocritical references to the works of the founders of Marxism-Leninism, 
which, according to their calculations, should inspire greater trust in their 
statements and all of their prophecies.

These attempts to distort the actual nature of our country's policy on nationali- 
ties include the talk about the insurmountability of nationalist tendencies, on 
the basis of which efforts are made to portray the terms “internationalism” and 
“national freedom" as mutually exclusive concepts. Pointing out the exacerbation 
of interethnic conflicts in the capitalist world in connection with the growing 
self-awareness of nationalities and ethnic groups, bourgeois ideologists and the 
personnel of news and intelligence agencies try to use this as evidence of some 
kind of worldwide tendency which is psychological, and not social, in origin. 
Xeliberately ignoring the different social and political conditions in our country, 
they conclude that the exacerbation of ethnic relations in the USSR is inevitable. 
These persistent attempts to examine the problems of international and national 
development in a distorting light have only one ultimate purpose: To arouse mis- 
trust in the policy of the socialist society. 


In fact, socialism quite definitely distinguishes between the concepts of “nation- 
al" and "nationalist." Whereas the first--the language, culture and best tradi- 
tions of a people--is developed further under socialism, the second is incompatible 
with the socialist order, which eradicates the very foundation for the separation 
of people according to nationality. Anticommunists are deliberately closing their 
eyes to the fact that ethnic discord and mistrust and the alienation of people of 
various nationalities have completely disappeared during the years of socialist 
construction and that the process of the convergence [sblizheniye] of nationalities 
in our society has an objective basis. 


The formation of the Soviet nationality as a new social and international community 
has taken more than a single decade. The Soviet regime immediately established 

the political and legal equality of nationalities and then reinforced this by 
creating national governments--union and autonomous republics, as well as oblasts 
and districts. This was the important prerequisite which determined the entire 
course of the development of nationalities and their convergence in an egalitarian 
socialist union. 


Today all of the republics are on approximately the same level in terms of economic 
development and prosperity and in terms of the development of culture and educa- 
tion. For example, whereas most of the working population of Central Asia was 
illiterate before the revolution, the last census indicated that the number of 
persons with a higher and secondary (complete or partial) education for each 1,000 
people employed in the national economy was 848 in the Uzbek SSR, 804 in the 
Kirghiz SSR, 770 in the Tajik SSR and 823 in the Turkmen SSR. As for levels of 

per capita income, they are also approximately the same in all union and autonomous 
republics. 


The Soviet nationality is still developing today, and literally in all spheres of 
life--economic, political, social, cultural and linguistic. The development of 
national culture and self-awareness deserves special discussion. 


It is indicative that bourgeois theorists, not wishing to acknowledge reality, 
mistakenly identify the dramatic flourishing of nationalities and their national 
cultures under socialism with the "growth of nationalism." "Soviet spokesmen," 
writes London University Professor Hugh Seton-Watson, for example, “brag about 














the ‘fraternal socialist nationalities," for whom ‘feudai’ and ‘bourgeois’ nation- 
alism is a thing of the past; but the Ukrainians, Georgians, Armenians and Central 
Asian peoples are preserving their national culture." This is what the desire to 
turn everything upside-down can produce. The dialectics of the development of the 
new historical human community, based on an alliance of the laboring classes and 
the friendship of peoples, are such (and every schoolchild in our country is 

aware of this) that the flourishing of national cultures takes place on the basis 
of internationalism, which does not inhibit the development of a unified Soviet 
culture but, on the contrary, promotes this development. 


Language plays a tremendous role in the development of culture as a means of com- 
munication. Whereas the language of music and dance is accessible to everyone, 
movies must be dubbed and novels must be translated. Political, scientific and 
other literature also requires translation. The scales of this work are growing, 
but they are not infinite. Besides this, the multinational composition of the 
population of republics, the multiplication of interethnic kinship and friendship, 
the increasing number of business and pleasure trips, service in the Soviet Army 
and, finally, the use of such channels of information as the press, radio and tele- 
vision demand a knowledge of other languages. A special position is occupied by 
the Russian language, which has become the traditional language of interethnic 
communication in our country. A knowledge of the Russian language gives people 
direct access to the achievements of Russian culture and of all other nationali- 
ties of the USSR, as well as world culture. According to UNESCO data, a knowledge 
of the Russian language provides access to two-thirds of the information in the 
world. 


The increasing use of the Russian language by the native nationalities of union 
and autonomous republics is not impeding the development of native languages in 
any way. On the contrary, many scientific and political terms are being borrowed 
from the Russian language and are becoming an organic part of other languages. 

A significant advance was made in the 1970's. According to the 1970 census, 41.9 
million people were fluent in Russian as a second language, but the figure was 
already 61.3 million at the time of the 1979 census. 


National culture is inseparable from national awareness, which reflects the sense 
of belonging to a particular nationality. In the same way, the development of the 
Soviet nationality is inseparable from the growing self-awareness of the entire 
population and its sense “f belonging to this historical human community. 


Therefore, the formation and consolidation of the Soviet nationality do not mean 
that the nationalities and ethnic groups of the USSR are losing any of their unique 
traditions, culture and language, and do not signify a merger [sliyaniye] in the 
sense that Western publications about the question of nationality usually imply. 
The merger of nationalities within the single human race is a phenomenon of the 
distant future. This process can only take place after all social and national 
oppression has been eradicated as a result of the triumph of new communist rela- 
tions within nationalities and between them throughout the world.

RASHIDOV'S PLENUM SPEECH HIGHLIGHTS COTTON PLANS 
Tashkent PRAVDA VOSTOKA in Russian 12 Sep 81 pp 2-4 


[Report on speech by Sh.R. Rashidov, candidate of the CPSU Central Committee Polit- 
buro and first secretary of the Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee, at Uzbek 
Communist Party Central Committee Third Plenum on 11 September 1981: “Measures for 
a Further Intensification of Cotton Growing and the Increased Quality of Cotton in 
the Light of the Decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress"] 





/Excerpts/ Comrades! The working people of our republic, like the entire Soviet peo- 


ple, are living and working in the atmosphere of high labor and political enthusiasm 
brought about by the historic decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress. 





The party's far-reaching plans in the sphere of domestic and foreign policy form- 
lated by the congress demand of each labor collective and each communist work at a 
higher level and the more persistent introduction in their practical activity of 
truly Leninist style and methods. 


The party devotes paramount attention to an increase in the production of agricul- 
tural products, primarily the types thereof in which the country's population is in 
particular need. 


In this connection exceptional significance is attached to a further upsurge of 
cotton growing. The 26th congress set the republic a task of great economic impor- 
tance--securing a considerable increase in the production of cotton in the lith 
Five-Year Plan. Uzbekistan is to provide two-thirds of all-union production thereof. 


Cotton is the priceless property of the state and a wost valuable raw material for 
the production of various industrial and consumer commodities. Cotton is clothing 
and footwear, soap and oil, cellulose and synthetic silk and paper and fodder 

for livestock. There is no sector of the economy which does not tse cotton for 
its own needs. As has been emphasized repeatedly, cotton is the equal of metal, 
oil and grain in its significance in the country's economy. And the:country's need 
for this type of raw material is increasing from year to year. 


Cultivating cotton is profitable for us, And we must constantly increase its pro- 
duction and enhance its quality in order that the country may be supplied in full 
with this most valuable raw material and occupy a leading position on the world 
market. 











The CPSU Central Committee and the Soviet Government are displaying wflagging 
concern for an upsurge of cotton growing in Uzbekistan. Cotton growing is the 
principal source of profit of the republic's kolkhozes and sovkhozes. An upsurge 
of the material and cultural level of the rural workers depends on the state there- 
of. Cotton growing occupies 60 percent of the total structure of the gross agri- 
cultural product. Last year this sector produced revenue of R3.25 billion. 


This is why the Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee and the republic government 
pay paramount attention to the development of cotton growing. The republic's working 
people regard a continuous increase in cotton production as a most important eco- 
nomic task. So it has always been, so it will continue to be. For we see this as 
our international duty to all the fraternal peoples of the country and the entire 
socialist commumity. 


It may be noted with satisfaction that cotton growing in the republic is developing 
steadily and at a high rate. The production of cotton increased 17 percent in the 
10th Bive-Year Plan compared with the Ninth, 43 percent compared with the Eighth and 
71 percent compared with the Seventh. At the 25th CPSU Congress we promised to in- 
crease cotton production by 1980 to 6 million tons and we honorably kept our word. 
The motherland received 6,245,000 tons of “white gold". The republic cotton growers’ 
labor in the achievement of this success may without exaggeration be termed a heroic 
exploit. 


The national economic plan for cotton production was considerably overfulfilled. The 
State was sold 28.5 million tons of raw cotton, almost 1 million tons more than en- 
visaged by the plan. The increase over the previous 5-year plan was in excess of 

4 million tons. And, moreover, more than 60 percent of this increase was obtained 
thanks to an increase in yield--the main factor of the intensification of cotton 
growing. 


Major successes were scored by the farmers of the Karakalpakskaya Autonomous Repub- 
lic and all oblasts of Uzbekistan. 


The biggest increase in the production of cotton in the 5-year plan was secured by 
the following: Kashkadar'inskaya Oblast (154 percent of the volume of the Ninth 
Five-Year Plan), Dzhizakskaya Oblast (135 percent), Bukharskaya Oblast (131 percent), 
Syrdar'inskaya Oblast (122 percent), Samarkandskaya Oblast (120 percent) and 
Surkhandar'inskaya Oblast (118 percent) and the Karakalpakskaya ASSR 166 percent, 

and in Andizhanskaya, Namanganskaya, Tashkentskaya, Ferganskaya and Khorezmskaya 
oblasts the entire increase was obtained thanks to an increase in the yield of the 
cotton plant. The absolute majority of rayons and kolkhozes and sovkhozes over- 
fulfilled the 5-year quota. 


Last year was also significant for the record harvest of fine-fiber cotton. Some 
357,000 tons thereof were procured for the first time. Uzbekistan is now firmly 
in first place among the country's cotton-sowing republics in the production of 
this particularly valuable raw material. 


The feat of the cotton growers in 1980 was commended highly by the party and the 
government. A warm congratulatory letter was received from Comrade L. I. Brezhnev. 
The motherland's highest award--the Order of Lenin--was conferred on the republic 
for the third time. 





Comrades! The good results of last year and the entire 10th Five-Year Plan should 
be regarded as a springboard for the even more rapid upsurge of cotton growing. 

It is necessary to strive for the a,l-around dynamic development of all sectors of 
agriculture and the country's dependable provision with food and agricultural raw 
material and to secure a considerable rise in the people's living standard. 


Uzbekistan is the country's main cotton base. For this reason the most important 
task of the republic's farmers in the llth Five-Year Plan, as determined by the 20th 
Uzbek Communist Party Congress, is, as before, a further increase in every possible 
way in gross cotton harvests. Some 30 million tons of cotton haveto be produced in 
the 5-year period. It is essential here to have raised the harvest of fine-fiber 
cotton to 500,000 tons by 1985, which is 1.5 times more than has been achieved. 


Taking into account the extremely limited nature of irrigable land and the need for 
increased work on implementation of the food program, it is necessary to secure a 
further growth in cotton production in the llth Five-Year Plan mainly thanks to 
intensive factors and an increase in yield. The efforts of the farmers and scien- 
tists, kolkhoz and sovkhoz specialists and leaders, party, soviet and agricultural 
authorities and trade union and Komsomol organizations should be channeled into and 
material-technical resources need to be mobilized for the accomplishment of this 
task. 


The party committees, primary party organizations and all of us must draw the 
practical conclusions from this, seek out new potential, uncover resources and find 
ways to further increase cotton production. 


In the current year even it is essential that we produce no less than 5.9 million 
tons of cotton. The 1982 plan calls for 5.88 million, the 1983 plan for 5.92 mil- 
lion and the 1984 plan for 5.96 million. Im the final year of the 5-year plan the 
republic has to sell the state no less than 6 million tons. As you can see, com- 
rades, the volumes will increase each year, and the tasks will be more complex. 


Their accomplishment will require of the party, soviet and agricultural authorities 
and olkhozes and sovkhozes strenuous labor, the mobilization of all our forces and 
possibilities and the more efficient use of land-water and labor resources and 
taterial-technical facilities. 


I 


The irrigation and improvement of the land serve as a powerful means of an intensi- 
fication of cotton growing. Irrigation and improvement have always occupied and 
continue to occupy a special place under our conditions. They are the basis of all 
agricultural production. 


Water-resonrce construction is under way on a large scale here, the water system 
maintenance service is perfected with every succeeding year and the reclamative 
condition of the land is improving. We perceive the constant attention and 
assistance here of the CPSU Central Committee and the Soviet Government. 


Over R6 billion were allocated in the 10th Five-Year Plan for irrigation-reclamation 
work. Some 465,000 hectares of new irrigable area were put into agricultural cir- 
culation and the reclamative condition of old arable land on an area of 530,000 








hectares was improved in this period. Irrigation systems were reorganized on more 
than 1 million hectares and their provision with water increased, and the fields 
were thoroughly leveled over almost 400,000 hectares. Such large-scale water 
facilities as the Charvak and Andizhan and the first stages of the Talimardzhan 
and Tuyamuyun reservoirs were built. The Karshi, ':zhizak and Golodnaya steppe 

was developed and irrigation canals, collector-drainage systems and other hydraulic 
engineering installations were built at a high tempo. 


The resources being invested in water-resource construction are producing high re- 
turns. According to specialists’ calculations, additional agricultural output 
worth a total of more than R4 billion was obtained in the last 5-year plan thanks 
to the resources channeled into reclamative measures. 


But we still have instances of the unsatisfactory use of resources, instances of the 
diversion of capital investments for other purposes have not disappeared and many 
water-resource facilities are not being introduced within the set periods. In a 
number of places installations are being put up without plans and drafts. We must 
emphatically combet this. 


In the llth Five-Year Plan the republic has to tackle even more complex and critical 
tasks in the sphere of irrigation and reclamation of the land. Some R6.4 billion 
are allocated for this purpose. It is necessary to develop 485,000 hectares of 

land of new irrigation, including 30,000 hectares thanks to kolkhoz resources. 


Development of the Karshi and Dzhizak steppe will continue primarily. It is planned 
to commission the Talimardzhan, Tuyamuyun, Gissarak and Karaul-Tyubinsk reservoirs. 
It is planned to initiate the construction of a number of new reservoirs, irriga- 
tion canals and pumping stations. The level of maintenance of the irrigation sys- 
tems will rise. 


It is necessary to make intelligent use of the thaw waters. Without anticipating 
their assimilation by the water authorities, it is essential to build small reser- 
voirs on mountain streams, using the water for irrigating the adjacent land, with 
local resources and by the peoplé's construction site method. 


In order to perform this tremendous amount of work successfully it is necessary to 
raise to a higher leve. the activity of all the water organizations, prevent in- 
stances of breaches of plan disé¢ipline and the dispersal of capital investments 
and make fuller use of labor and material-technical resources. 


Appreciable experience of the comprehensive development of the land has been ac~ 
cumulated in the republic. However, it has to be admitted that work on building up 
the new sovkhozes is still being performed markedly behind the irrigationprepara- 
tion of the fields. The gap arising here is holding back the economic development 
of the land that has been introduced and reducing the efficiency of invested capital. 
The leaders of the Glazsredazirsovkhozstroy, Ministry of Reclamation and Water Re- 
sources, State Committee for Water-Resource Construction, Ministry of Rural Con- 
struction and the Uzkolkhozstroy, party organizations and soviet and agricultural 
authorities must resolutely do away with these shortcomings. 

















A most important factor of intensification is reclamation and the struggle against 
the salinization and swamping of the fizlds. The strength of the land returns, room 
for the operation of equipment is created and additional area is involved in agri- 
cultural circulation precisely through reclamation. Both the water organizations 
and the kolkhozes and sovkhozes themselves must pay paramount attention to these 
questions. At the same time it is essential to modernize along a broad front the 
old irrigation systems, consolidate and level the fields and improve their water 
supply. 


The shortage of irrigation water is becoming increasingly palpable with every suc- 
ceeding year. Diversion of part of the flow of Siberian rivers will be of tremen- 
dous significance for the economic and social development of the republic and the 
entire Central Asia region. This is a far-reaching all-state problem, and its 
realization will take years. Today, however, an urgent task is the maximum saving 
of irrigation water and its rational use. 


Irrigable land is the country's most valuable resource. The struggle for a constant 
increase in the productive power of the land and an increase in the fertility of 
each field and each hectare should be our common concern. 


We should adopt a particularly solicitous approach to irrigable land, which has 
the highest yield and in whose development major national resources have been in- 
vested. Despite the fact that in each 5-year period we develop approximately half 
a million new irrigable hectares of land, their number per capita declines from 
year to year in connection with the rapid rise in the birthrate. Whereas 20 years 
ago we had 0.30 hectares of irrigable land per person, in 1970 we had 0.23 and in 
1980 some 0.22 hectares. 


This is why, in Leonid I] ‘ich's words, we must adopt a very solicitous attitude 
toward the land and strictly and economically approach its allocation for the con- 
struction of various projects with which we cannot, naturally, do without. At the 
same time it is necessary to display concern to ensure that the areas of productive 
land not diminish but constantly increase. 


II 


An invaluable source of an increase in land fertility is the introduction of a 
scientifically substantiated structure of the sowings. The main component here is 
the cotton-alfalfa rotation and also the alternation of the cotton plant with corn, 
joughara, cereals and fodder crops. Crop rotation in cotton growing means an in- 
crease in the yield of the cotton plant, a strong fodder base and a dependable means 
of combating wilt. It means, finally, a dependable resource for marketable grain 
production. 


Much is being done in the republic for the assimilation of crop rotation. Questions 
of a zise in the standard of farming are at the center of the attention of the Uzbek 
Communist Party Central Committee and the republic government. 


As a result of the adopted measures crop rotation has now been assimilated on almost 
1.5 million hectares or on 67 percent of the arable land incorporated in crop rotation. 
The standing area of alfalfa on irrigable land has risen to 450,000 hectares and 
occupies 15 percent of the total sown area. The percentage of -completely assimilated 
crop rotation in 1980 constituted 93 in Namanganskaya, 89 in Samarkandskaya, 85 in 
Tashkentskaya and 80 in Surkhandar'inskaya oblasts.

At the same time mention must be made of the fact that in a number of oblasts the 
quotas for the assimilation of crop rotation are being fulfilled inadequately. The 
premature plowing of alfalfa is permitted, and the sowings of fodder crops are ac- 
commodated in small plots and outside of the crop-rotation fields. 


We planned to have fully completed the assimilation of crop rotation in 1980. How- 
ever, according to last year's results, on the cotton-growing farms of the Karakal- 
pakskaya ASSR it has been assimilated only 36 percent, in Dzhizakskaya and Khorezr- 
skaya oblasts 42 percent, Kashkadar'inskaya 52 percent, Syrdar'inskaya 60 percent, 
Andizhanskaya 62 percent, Ferganskaya 66 percent and Bukharskaya Oblast 70 percent. 
it is the duty of the party organizations and soviet and agricultural authorities to 
establish tighter supervision of the completion of the assimilation of crop rotation 
and strive in the current 5-year plan for its complete assimilation by all the re- 
public's farms. 


It is essential that the agricultural ministries and departments step up organizing 
work on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes on the introduction of the scientifically sub- 
stantiated alternation of agricultural crops and practice more extensively companion, 
secondary and afterharvest sowing of fodder crops. 


An increase in yield was and will continue to be the main direction in the struggle 
for an increase in cotton production. The results of the 10th Five-Year Plan are 
evidence of this. The cotton plant yield in 1980 amounted to 33.3 quintais per 
hectare and rose by 5 quintals over the 5-year period. More than 60 percent of the 
increase in cotton was obtained thanks to the increase in yield. Nevertheless, far 
from full use has been made of the potential for a further increase in yield. It 

is sufficient to say that even last year--which was the year of the biggest harvest-- 
37 of the republic's rayons, 40 kolkhozes and 267 sovkhozes obtained less than 30 
quintals of cotton per hectare. Less than 25 quintals were gathered in on 168 farms, 
and less than 20 quintals per hectare on 80 sovkhozes. Pulling up the lagging farms 
represents big potential, and full use must be made of it. 


Rayon and farm leaders and specialists are called on to constantly seek ways to in- 
crease the yield, make a careful study of every lagging brigade, uncover the causes 
of the low harvests and eliminate them. It is essential to strive for a decisive 
turnabout in field management and to wage a merciless struggle against conservatism 
and backwardmetncde. After all, it is no secret that the outmoded practice of late 
waterings and top dressing is still being permitted in places here, which holds 
back the maturation of the cotton plant, postpones the period of defoliation and 
machine harvesting and leads to big losses. 


A paramount task of the party, soviet and agricultural authorities and kolkhoz and 
sovkhoz leaders and specialists is the comprehensive study and the speediest assimi- 
lation by each farm of the progressive Tashkent technique, which makes it possible 
on the basis of a high level of mechanization to obtain a rich harvest of cotton 
with its early maturation. 


We have spoken of the essence of this technique repeatedly. It is accessible to 
each farm. The main feature of it is the on-schedule and high-quality performance 
of all operations in the fall and spring and in the period of the tending of the 
sown areas. An indispensable condition is a halt to waterings at the end of August 
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and defoliation at the start of September. This makes it possible to begin the 
harvesting by machine earlier and complete the entire harvesting in 20-25 days — 
prior to the onset of the bad weather. 


This technique has long been assimilated on the farms of Tashkentskaya Oblast and 
is producing good results from year to year. It is also being applied extensively 
in Dzhizakskaya and Syrdar'‘inskaya oblasts. 


An indispensable condition of obtaining a big harvest is the sowing of good-quality 
seeds. It must be made clear to everyone that skillfully organized seed growing is 
an important factor of an intensification of cotton growing. 


Some 58 large-scale elite seed-growing farms for the breeding of seeds of elite and 
first reproduction of zoned and new cotton plant varieties have been created in the 
republic. Im the last 5 years the areas sown to elite seeds increased from 1,500 to 
2,800 hectares. An extensive network of seed-growing kolkhozes and sovkhozes has 
been created. 





However, in connection with the fact that seed cotton was earlier accepted and 
treated and the seeds prepared at nearly all the republic's ginneries a lack of per- 
sonal responsibility has been permitted in this business and the procedure of the 
procurement, storage and treatment of the seed cotton has been violated. As a re- 
sult only 25-30 percent of the area has been sown with first-class seeds. And the 
seed-growing kolkhozes and sovkhozes themselves have not been concerned to collect 
high-quality raw cotton seed. 


This March the Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee and republic Council of Min- 
isters adopted the decree "Measures for the Organization of Cotton-Plant Seed Grow- . 
ing in the Republic on an Agrarian-Industrial Basis". Agrarian-industrial associa- 
tions for the production of cotton-plant seeds have been created in accordance with 
this decree in each oblast and in the Karakalpakskaya ASSR. They iriclude seed- 
growing kolkhozes and sovkhozes, elite farms and one ginnery each, which specializes 
in the treatment of raw cotton seed and the preparation of seed. It is planned to 
considerably strengthen the material-technical base of the elite-seed-growing farms 
and specialized ginneries. 


It is essential that the ministries of agriculture and cotton-cleaning industry 
tackle more rapidly all questions connected with the organization of the associations 
and their provision with materials and equipment and confirm the regulations and 
rules. The obkoms and raykoms should render the necessary assistance in the organ- 
ization of the associations and their reinforcaent with personel and in setting 

up their precise operation. 


III 


Comrades! A most important means of intensification of cotton growing is chemical- 
ization. It is developed increasingly extensively with every passing year. Ap- 
proximately one-half of the increase in cotton annually is secured thanks to the 
application of fertilizers. Herbicides, plant-protection agents and defoliants 
also contribute to an increase in yield. 
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The party and the state are implementing a broad program of measures for an increase 
in mineral fertilizer production. Its supply to the republic's kolkhozes and sov- 
khozes in the 5-year period increased 20 percent, including that of nitrogen ferti- 
lizer 25 percent. 


The efficiency of the mineral fertilizers increases from year to year. Whereas in 
1975 some 13 tons of cotton were obtained per ton of applied nitrogen, 14 or 1 ton 
more were obtained in 1980. 


At the same time we still have many shortcomings in the use of mineral fertilizers. 
Certain oblasts obtain 20-25 percent less cotton per ton of nitrogen than the repub- 
lic average. 


"The economy must be economical," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev emphasized at the 26th party 
congress. This most important proposition is being taken insufficiently into con- 
sideration by many farm specialists and leaders in respect of mineral fertilizers. 

To speak plainly, a number of rayons here is as yet displaying insufficient concern 
for the economical use of fertilizer. 


Everything is important here. Preventing losses during transportation of the ferti- 
lizer, organization of the careful storage and rational distribution of the fertili- 
zer in accordance with agrochemical cartograms, correct application and raking into 
the soil and the combination of mineral fertilizer with organic fertilizer. It is 
the duty of the party organizations and soviet and agricultural authorities at all 
levels to bring the use of fertilizer under strict supervision. 


As far as the virgin land farms are concerned, I would like to draw your attention 
to the following fact. A low planned yield is determined for the virgin-land farms, 
particularly in the first years, and this is correct. And fertilizer is distributed 
on the basis of a planned ton of cotton, in which connection the virgin-land 
sovkhozes obtain very little fertilizer and apply it in small doses. We should 
ponder whether or not we are making mistakes here and putting these farms in a posi- 
tion where, despite all their endeavors, they will be unable to obtain big harvests. 
Our scientists and the "Uzsel'khozkhimiya™ Association should investigate this 

well, determine the correct principles for the allocation of fertilizer for the 
virgin-land farms and prepare the appropriate recommendations. 


But the main thing, of course, on which good returns from the mineral fertilizers 
depend is a high standard of farming and a high level of field management. Only 
given the performance of all operations within the best field-management periods 
and with high quality, with the fields being kept constantly clear of weeds and 
agricultural pests and with the timely watering and cultivating of them, only 
given these conditions is it possible to obtain high returns. 


The "Uzsel‘khozkhimiya" Science-Production Association was set up for the purpose 
of bringing due order to bear in the use of fertilizer and other chemical agents in 
the republic. It is essential that the Ministry of Agriculture and the obkoms 

and raykoms reinforce the agricultural chemistry authorities wich good personnel 
and help them tackle the impending tasks. 
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A chemicalization center has been set up on Kasansayskiy Rayon's "Dustlik" Sovkhoz, 
where the correct storage of solid mineral fertilizer with mechanized handling has 
been organized. The fertilizer mixtures are prepared in centralized fashion here 
in accordance with the cartograms and carted out to the farm's fields, the mixtures 
being transferred directly to the fertilizers. This is very good experience and 
should be disseminated extensively. 


Chemical agents are applied in large volume for combating weeds and pests of agri- 
cultural crops. Many farms justifiably get carried away here by the number of pre- 
ventive treatments of the sown areas, as a result of which an inordinately large 
amount of costly toxic chemicals is expended without benefit and, the main thing, 
the environment is polluted. 


It is essential to seek out and implement daily measures to reduce expenditure of 
toxic chemicals, particularly those which are highly toxic. In this connection in- 
creasingly urgent significance is attached to biologicai and integrated methods of 
combating diseases and pests of the cotton plant and other agricultural crops. We 
have spoken repeatedly of the importance of the introduction of this method. A 
great deal of work in this direction is being performed in the republic. Last 
year the biological method was applied on an area of1.4 million hectares, and the 
volume of this work in the 10th Five-Year Plan increased over sixfold. A cotton 
harvest was cultivated on almost 300,000 hectares without the application of toxic 
chemicals at all. 


The areas being treated by biological methods must be increased by a factor of 2.5 
by the end of the current 5-year plan. For this reason it is essential that the 
ministries of agriculture and fruit and vegetable industry, the State Committee for 
Supply of Production Equipment for Agriculture [Goskomset'khoztekhnika], the 
“Uzsel'khozkhimiya," the Glavsredazirsovkhozstroy and the oblast and rayon party 
and soviet and agricultural authorities pay serious attention to the introduction 

of the biological method, seek out opportunities for the creation of biology labor- 
atories, organize the production of equipment and the training of personnel and make 
use of accumulated experience. 


We are grateful to the collective of the Tashkent "Mikond" Plant, which is doing 
much to increase the manufacture of transfer lines for the preparation of Tricho- 
gramma. It would be very good were other of the republic's industrial enterprises 
to organize the manufacture of this equipment. The Plant-Protection Institute, the 
Tashkent Agricultural Institute, the Samarkand State University and other of the 
republic's scientific establishments and VUZ's should expand work in every possible 
way on a refinement of biological methods and accelerate the appearance of effective 
new insect eaters. 


This question is very important, and we must do everything to ensure that the bio- 
logical method of combating pests of the cotton plant and other agricultural crops 
be applied on all the republic's farms by the end of the current 5-year plan. 


The problem of combating weeds remains no less important. Together with the extended 
use of herbicides it is also necessary to make more extensive use of such methods 
as double-level plowing and the combing out of the tap roots of perennial weeds in 
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the presowing period. It is essential to accelerate scientific research into the 
creation of more effective herbicides and the quest for harmless methods of chemical 
struggle against weeds of the cotton plant and other agricultural crops. 


The problem of the creation of highly effective nontoxic defoliants is very urgent. 
Scientists of the republic Academy of Sciences, the Central Asia Branch of the All- 
Union Academy of Agricultural Sciences imeni V. I. Lenin [VASKhNIL] and the VUZ's 
should concentrate attention on the accomplishment of this task. 


It is necessary to intensify in every possible way research into the creation of bio- 
logical stimulants for cotton and other crops. We are grateful to the scientists of 
the republic Academy of Sciences for the work on the creation of growth stimulants 
and defoliants. It is necessary to develop this work further and perfect the prep- 
arations. 


IV 


Comrades! In the set of measures aimed at an intensification of cotton growing we 
must, as before, pay paramount attention to strengthening and improving the material- 
technical base of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and development of the mechanization of 
cotton-growing processes. 


In the 10th Five-Year Plan the kolkhozes and sovkhozes acquired 87,000 tractors, 
76,000 tractor-drawn trailers, more than 30,000 cotton-harvesting machines, 28,000 
cotton sowers, 44,000 cultivators and much other equipment. 


The high degree of the kolkhozes' and sovkhozes' provision with equipment has made 
it possible to mechanize almost all the main processes in cotton growing and to 
shift the farmers’ heavy work onto the shoulders of machines. The level of mechani- 
zation of the most labor-intensive process in cotton growing--the harvesting--is 
rising constantly. Last year machines gathered in approximately 4 million tons or 
65 percent of the harvest. Some 34,000 cotton-harvesting machines, 95,000 tractor- 
drawn trailers and much other harvesting equipment operated in the harvesting. The 
daily delivery of raw material amounted to 200,000 tons or more than 3 percent of 
the annual plan, and 5-6 percent in Tashkentskaya, Syrdar'inskaya and Dzhizakskaya 
oblasts. Thanks to the full use of harvesting equipment, the level of machine har- 
vesting has reached 80-85 percent in these oblasts. Machines gathered in 90-95 per- 
cent of the harvest in a number of rayons of the republic and on many farms. 


The republic has a multithousand-strong detachment of skilled machine operators. 
Making adroit use of the harvesting equipment, many of them gathered in in last 
year's season 300-400 and more tons of cotton each. Mechanization in cotton grow- 
ing has become the main means of achieving high gross cotton harvests. Gathering in 
such a huge harvest as the one in Uzbekistan has become is now inconceivable without 
cotton-harvesting machinery, 


The availability of a large quantity of equipment demands attention to questions of 
its highly productive use. Unfortunately, we have many serious shortcomings in 
this matter here. The machinery becomes unfit for work prematurely on many kol- 
khozes and sovkhozes without having operated for its designated period owing to a 
careless attitude toward equipment and the poor organization of its use. There are 
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also instances of many operations in cotton growing being performed manually when 

the appropriate machinery is available. As a result the equipment stands idle for 
a long time, fails to pay for itself and, given poor storage, is also written off 

prematurely. All this is damaging to the farms and the state. 


The efficiency of cotton growing declines owing to the high expenditure and low 
productivity of labor. It was to a considerable extent for this reason that average 
annual net income in Ferganskaya Oblast per ton of cotton in the 10th Five-Year Plan 
amounted to only R90, which was less by a factor of almost 1.5 than the republic 
average. 


This is a very serious matter. Comrade L.I. Brezhnev pointed out at the 26th CPSU 
Congress, "If we are to speak of agriculture as a whole, we are confronted by the 
same main problem as in other sectors of the economy--an increase in efficiency and 
quality.... The cexter of gravity now, and this is the distinguishing feature of 
agrarian policy in the 1980's, shifts to the return on capital investments and the 
growth of the productiveness of agriculture...." Thus it is a question of emphati- 
cally increasing the efficiency of the use of land, machinery, fertilizer and fodder 
and striving for a constant growth in laboc¢ productivity. 





The party, soviet and agricultural authorities are obliged to fundamentally improve 
work on increasing the efficiency of cotton growing and reducing labor and material 
expenditure in production. It is necessary to systematically refine the organiza- 
tion and accounting of labor and to make extensive use of the experience of Namangan- 
skaya and Surkhandar‘inskaya oblasts in the introduction of the brigade contract in 
agriculture. More attention needs to be paid to the engineering service in the 
countryside and to an improvement in the organization of the maintenance, repair and 
preservation of machinery. 


A major experiment is taking place in Zadar'inskiy Rayon at the decision of the 
Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee. An interfarm association has been created 
there for the maintenance and repair of agricultural equipment. Good results have 
been obtained. The Ministry of Agriculture and the Goskomsel'khoztekhnika should 
collate this experience and introduce it extensively in other of the republic's 
rayons. 


In order to increase the production of cotton it is necessary to boldly switch from 
the mechanized performance of individual processes to the comprehensive mechanization 
of all operations. For this reason we presented at the 26th CPSU Congress a pro- 
posal on the accelerated production of new, more productive equipment for cotton 
growing. 


Many of the machines manufactured by the republic's plants are obsolete and do not 
correspond to modern requirements, not to mention those of the future. The scale 

of the production of a number of machines and spares does not cater to the require- 
ments of the country's cotton-sowing farms. It is necessary to sharply increase the 
capacity of the agricultural machine-building enterprises and create more productive 
tractors, units and machines. 


"We need new and very new equipment corresponding to the requirements of large- 
scale specialized production and enabling us to introduce progressive techniques," 











Leonid Il'ich Brezhnev said. "Saying that life is hastening us forward here is 
mot enough, it is driving us on inexorably and not allowing us even one hour to 
catch our breath." 


The USSR Ministry of Tractor and Agricultural Machine Building is now adopting vigor- 
ous measures aimed at creating new production capacity and an increase in the quality 
of the manufactured equipment. In the llth Five-Year Blan our republic has to assimi- 
late almost R280 million of capital investments, of which R140 million will be ac- 
counted for by construction and installation. 


A very critical and difficult task. Such a volume of capital construction is un- 
precedented in the sector. At the Tractor Plant alone it is planned to assimilate 
approximately R90 million of construction and installation and introduce capacity 
for the complete manufacture of 100-h.p. tractors with a sealed cabin. 


The “Soyuzmashkhlopkovodstvo" All-Union Production Association, the clients, con- 
tracting organizations and the planners must organize work such as to introduce 
installed capacity efficiently and on schedule and in accordance with the plan. 


Big problems confront the scientists and designers. We expect of them more powerful 
tractors both for the basic tilling of the soil and for cultivation, more productive 
all-purpose sowers with precise seeding, highly productive cultivators and sprayers 
and dusters and machinery for irrigating the cotton plant and for chopping. And 

the main thing--it is necessary to concentrate efforts on the development and cre- 
ation of a self-powered all-purpose cotton-harvesting machine which, finally, will 
enable us to harvest the exposed cotton fully and rule out the need for the manual 
picking of the raw cotton. 


Our most important task is to have raised the level of the machine harvesting of 
cotton to 90-95 percent by the end of the 5-year plan and to raise the level of 
mechanization of all other operations in order to have completed, in the main, 
the comprehensive mechanization of cotton growing by the end of the 5-year plan. 


The republic party organization is entrusted with particular responsibility in the 
solution of this question inasmuch as the establishments for the creation of new 
cotton-growing equipment and enterprises for its production are located here in the 
republic. 


Agricultural science has a most important part to play in the further upsurge of 
cotton growing and the intensification of the sector. Much has been done by our 
scientists. The main results of what has been done were summed up recently at a 
meeting in the VASKhNIL's Central Asia Branch. At the same time the tasks of the 
intensification of cotton growing require a further increase in the efficiency of 
scientific research. 


The paramount task of the scientists is accelerating the breeding of the most pro- 
ductive cotton plant varieties. We expect of the seed growers strains with the 
best early ripening in order that it may be possible to complete the harvesting 
prior to 10-15 October. We need cotton with a yield of 50-55 quintals per hectare 
and with a fiber yield of up to 40 percent and strains with fourth and fifth types 
of fiber and with a higher seed oil content. And wilt-resistance is, as before, a 
most important requirement. Wilt attacks cotton. We have put out the fire, but 
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not rid ourselves of this insidious disease. Together with this we also need good 
strains of fine-fiber raw cotton, primarily with the first and second types of fiber. 


Some 7-10 vears are sometimes spent on the breeding of a new cotton strain. Con- 
sequently, it is necessary to build a phytotron more rapidly in the Institute of 
Cotton Selection and Seed Growing imeni G.S. Zaytsev. This will enable us to halve 
the time taken to cultivate strains. It is also essential to considerably reinforce 
the research base of the Uzbek SSR Academy of Sciences Institute of Experimental 
Plant Biology, which is working actively in the sphere of cotton selection. 


We talk of the Tashkent technique. This is a comprehensive concept. It is a ques- 
tion of a technique which embraces the entire period of cultivation of the cotton 
plant from preparation of the soil for the sowing through the harvesting. It is 
essential that on the basis of the Tashkent technique the scientists develop a 
smoothly functioning field-management system for each cotton zone of the republic. 
Stereotyping here is impermissible. Northern Karakalpakia is one thing, Southern 
Karakalpakia another. The conditions of the Fergana Valley differ. sharply from 
these of, say, Surkhandar‘inskaya and Kashkadar'inskaya oblasts and so forth. For 
this reason the development of scientifically substantiated farming systems for each 
zone is a priority task of the arientists. The VASKhNIL Central Asia Branch and the 
All-Union Scientific Research Institute of Cotton should primarily be the organizers 
here. 


V 


Comrades! An improvement in every possible way in the quality of the procured cot- 
ton is a subject of particular concern in the activity of the republic party organ- 
ization. A great deal of work is being done in this direction. Field management 
and the techniques of cultivation of the cotton plant are being refined, the areas 
containing new strains with the upgraded technological properties of the fiber are 
being expanded, the quality of the defoliation is improving, the proportion of 
fine-fiber cotton in total procurements is growing and the time taken to harvest 
the cotton is being reduced. 


We have succeeded in strengthening the material-technical base of cotton-cleaning 
industry in recent years as a result of great efforts. Some 46 new ginneries, 58 
procurement centers, 166 drying-cleaning shops and 133 warehouses for storage of the 
cotton and the finished product were built in the 5-year period. A considerable 
quantity of new production and drying equipment and means of mechanization was 
replaced and additionally commissioned. All this created conditions for the rhythmic 
acceptance and an improvement in the preservation of the cotton and the production 
of products of the best quality. In 1980 some 92 percent of the cotton fiber and 

97 percent of the lint were obtained within the limits of the State All-Union Stand- 
ard computed norms. 


Nevertheless, the problem of cotton quality remains acute. Many questions are being 
tackled extremely slowly here. 


A principal cause of a reduction in the quality of the cotton and the low fiber 


yields is the acute shortage of capacity of the cotton-cleaning industry, which 
forces the raw cotton to be processed over a period of 11 months. 
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Given the lack of warehouses, provision with which constitutes only 3 percent, the 
cotton loses its natural properties under prolonged storage in the open and under 
the impact of solar radiation and atmospheric precipitation. In the 10th Five-Year 
Plan the average annual fiber yield upon the processing of first-grade cotton in 
September-November constituted 33-34 percent, but upon processing fh June-July--after 
prolonged storage--only 30-31 percent. Upon the processing of second-grade cotton 
the fiber yield proves to be 8 percent less, and more than 9 percent less upon the 
processing of the third and fourth grade. 


In the processing of the 1980 harvest the fiber yield constituted 30 percent compared 
with a planned 31 percent. It is particularly low in Kashkadar'inskaya Oblast— 
27 percent--and in the Karakalpakskaya ASSR-—-28 percent. 


The shortage of capacity in the cotton-cleaning industry is becoming increasingly 
perceptible with every passing year in connection with the increasing volume of the 
machine harvesting of the cotton. In accordance with scientifically substantiated 
technology, the entire machine-harvested raw cotton should be prepared in a con- 
tinuous flow in the drying-cleaning shops. Last year their daily capacity constituted 
only 32,000 tons, while the daily harvest of cotton by machines amounted to 140,000 
tons. This means that the provision of drying-cleaning shops here constitutes 23 
percent, while 125 procurement centers lack them altogether. The Karakalpakskaya 
Autonomous Republic and Dzhizakskaya, Syrdar‘inskaya and Tashkentskaya oblasts, 
that is, precisely those which produce the biggest volumes of machine-harvested 
cotton, are particulaily poorly provided with drying-cleaning shops. 


The quantity of machine-harvested cotton will continue to grow. Therefore if urgent 
measures are not adopted, we will lose a tremendous amount of fiber annually. 


We put to the USSR Ministry of Light Industry the questionofa strengthening of the 
production base of the republic's cotton-cleaning industry. The allocation of con- 
siderable capital investments for this purpose has been provided for. 


The Ministry of Cotton-Cleaning Industry, the contracting organizations and the 
"Uzbekkhlopkomash" must in the current 5-year plan build 13 ginneries, 90 drying- 
cleaning shops and 300 warehouses for raw cotton and cotton seeds and modernize and 
build up the capacity of 210 drying-cleaning shops. It is necessary to modernize 
and replace basic production equipment and mechanization facilities at the ginneries 
and procurement centers on a broad scale. Mention has to be made of the development 
of machine building for the cotton-cleaning industry in this connection. 


In recent years the "Uzbekkhlopkomash” Production Association has assimilated the 
series production of a number of new and modernized machines, mechanisms and sets 

of equipment, including transfer machinery for the drying and cleaning of the cotton, 
highly productive loaders and transporters, fans and gins and linters. Apparatus 

for mechanizing the acceptance and storage of the harvest, drying units, cleaners, 
gin-linter equipment and yard and intrashop transport has improved somewhat. 


At the same time the level of development of the production capacity and provision 
of the cotton-cleaning industry with equipment still do not correspond to present- 
day requirements. The rapid growth in the volume and rete of procurement of the raw 
cotton and the upgraded demands on the quality of the cotton fiber are confronting 
the sector with new, more cowplex tasks whose accomplishment is impossible without 
fundamental modernization and the retooling of available capacity. 
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However, the "Uzbekkhlopkomash" is meeting the need for cotton-cleaning equipment 
only 65-70 percent. Certain types of work, particularly on the formation of the 
bales, are being performed with a great expenditure of manual, physically hard labor. 
The level of mechanization of the production processes at the procurement centers 
and also in the shops for the treatment of industrial seeds and seed grain is ex- 
tremely low. The inadequate mechanization of labor in the cotton-cleaning industry 
is caused primarily by shortcomings in the work of the research and planning-design 
organizations and machine-building plants creating and manufacturing the equipment. 


There are also considerable complaints about the quality of the equipment which is 
supplied. It is necessary to raise the level of provision with automated control 
and machinery-control equipment. 


Problems of the automation of production processes at the ginneries are being tackled 
extremely inadequately. This is a serious oversight. It is essential that we strive 
persistently for the creation of automated ginneries. The republic Academy of Sciences 
should think out the organizational forms of work in this field and submit the cor- 
responding proposals. The mechanization and automation of the production processes 
of primary cotton processing and the creation of automated. ginneries should be 
viewed as a main direction in the activity of the republic's scientific-technical 
forces. 


Comrades! The development of cotton production is inseparably connected with the 
development of other sectors of agricultural production. It is necessary in the 
new 5-year plan to tackle major tasks for fulfillment of the food program and build 
up the production of grain, fruit and vegetables and, particularly, animal husbandry 
products at a rapid pace. 


It is planned to sharply raise the production of grain in the republic in the current 
5-year period. 


Our principal resource is a further expansion of the sowings of corn and rice and 
their increased yield. Experience shows that with strict observance of field-manage- 
ment rules and the good care of the sowings many brigades obtain 80-90 quintals of 
corn and 60-70 quintals of rice per hectare. But even this is not the limit. We 

may boldly set the task of raising the yield of corn to 100 quintals and that of 

rice to 80-90 quintals per hectare. 


A big help in an increase in the gross harvests of grain is sowing it on irrigated 
land in conjunction with alfalfa and also intermediate sowings of cereal crops, 
particularly barley. It is necessary to make better and fuller use of wnirrigated 
land, particularly thanks to partial irrigation by way of the construction of mud- 
stream reservoirs, and enhance in every way possible the standard of farming on 
unirrigated land. 


Fruit and vegetable growing will be further developed in the llth Five-Year Plan. 
The production of fruit and vegetable products on all categvries of farm is to have 
surpassed 6 million tons by the end of the 5-year plan. It is planned to produce 
2.65 million tons of vegetables. We adopted a decree on a sharp increase in the 
production of potatoes. The task being set is that of providing the republic's 
population with potatoes of our own production, in the main. It is necessary to 
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lay in more potatoes in the repositories and make rational use of them throughout 
the year. The production of fruit and grapes will increase considerably. 


In order to intensify fruit and vegetable production and to raise the yield it is 
necessary to continue the specialization and concentration of this sector. It is 
expedient to create in each rayon the necessary number of specialized farms within 
the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Industry system. It is extremely important to 
implement fundamental measures for an improvement in the seed growing of vegetable 
and melon crops and the creation of large-scale seed-growing farms or science- 
production associations on an industrial footing. It is necessary to develop seed 
growing for potatoes, vegetables, melon crops, fruit, berries and grapes and expand 
the production of citrus fruit in every possible way. 


Together with specialization a priority task in horticulture and viticulture is an 
improvement in the existing orchards and vineyards--the elimination of the excessive 
thinning of the plantations and the training of the vines on espaliers. This will 
make it possible to double and triple the gross fruit and grape harvests from the 
same areas. 


In addition to increasing production the Ministry of Fruit and Vegetable Industry 
needs to improve the processing and storage of the fruit and vegetables, provide the 
population with them the year round and build up the capacities of the processing 
enterprises. 


A most important companion sector to cotton growing is animal husbandry. You know, 
comrades, how much attention we are paying to the development of this sector and 
what significant results have been achieved. But practice is putting forward new 
demands and posing complex tasks. 


The main directions in an upsurge of animal husbandry in the llth Five-Year Plan 
were determined by the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Ministers decree 
"Measures To Accelerate the Development of Animal Hushandry in the Uzbek SSR" and 
the decisions of the Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee 14th Plenum on this 
question. Measures are currently being prepared for a further increase in the rate 
of development of animal husbandry based on an increase in grainforage production. 
We are setting the task of a doubling of meat and milk production in this 5-year 
period. We will be discussing these questions at an Uzbek Communist Party Central 
Committee plenum at the end of the year. 


The main attention now should be directed toward securing a sharp increase in fodder 
production on the basis of the full assimilation of crop rotation. It is necessary 
to strive for an increase in the numbers of all types of livestock and poultryand a 
rise in the animals’ productiveness. We have promised Comrade L.I. Brezhnev to in- 
crease the production of meat this year 20 percent, milk 15-20 percent and eggs 

20 percent. We must fulfill this promise at all costs.

Comrades! The scale and complexity of the tasks confronting the republic party 
organization for the further intensification of cotton growing and an improvement 
in the quality of the raw material demand a constant refinement of party leadership 
of the economy, an increase in communists’ vanguard role and an improvement in the 
selection, assignment and training of personnel. 
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Much valuable, positive experience has been accumulated in the work of the oblast 
and rayon party organizations. The methods of party leadership of this important 
sector of agriculture have come to display more scientific substantiation, a conm- 
prehensive approach and an orientation toward high final results. The biggest suc- 
cesses are being scored where the personnel persistently masters a Leninist work 
style and operates energetically, competently and with a view to the long term and 
where the amicable, truly collective work of the communists has been organized. 


In the last 5 years the number of CPSU members and candidates employed in the repub- 
lic's agriculture increased almost 12 percent. Some 189,000 communists are currently 
working in the countryside, one-third of whom is employed in field-crop cultivation, 
and .here have come to be more of them among machine operators and agricultural 
specialists. Kolkhoz members and sovkhoz workers constitute 33 percent of persons 
admitted as CPSU candidates. 


As observed at the Uzbek Communist Party Central Committee Second Plenum, important 
measures have been implemented in recent years for an improvement in the qualitative 
composition of the party, soviet and management personnel. This fully applies to 
the countryside also. Currently all raykom first secretaries and rayispolkom chair- 
men have higher education, and three-fourths of them are specialists.

IDEOLOGICAL WORK: QUESTIONS OF LAW AND ORDER

[Text] The regular Leninist Friday was held in our republic yesterday. This uni- 
fied political education day was devoted to the theme "Protection of Lax and Order 
and the Struggle Against Violations of the Law — Everyone's Cause". The workers 
cf the cities and villages of Azerbaijan --members of the most varied labor collec- 
tives -- conducted an interesting discussion in an atmosphere of activism on how 

to further strengthen socialist legality and law and order, prevent violations of 
the law, and carr~ out a more effective struggle against then. 


Those participating in this unified political education day centered their attention 
on the recently adopted resolution of the Central Committee of the Azerbaijan Commu- 
nist Party "On the Work of Party, Soviet, and Law Enforcement Organs of Narimanovs- 
kiy Rayon in Carrying Out the Resolution of the CPSU Central Committee of 2 August 
1979 ‘On Improving the Protection of Law and Order and Strengthening the Struggle 
Against Violations of the Law'". This important document -- yet one more testimony 
to the fact that the tasks placed before the Soviet people by the 26th CPSU Congress 
are being transformed into reality — appeared as a new confirmation of that vast 
work which is being consistently and steadfastly carried out by the party organiza- 
tion of Azerbaijan and its Central Committee with respect to mobilizing party, So- 
viet, and law enforcement organs and all public organizations to struggle against 
violations of the law and to protect public order. This is why those participating 
in yesterday's Leninist Friday meeting conducted such a heated discussion on the 
problems brought up in the resolution of the Azerbaijan CP Central Committee. 


This regular political education day was marked by a high ideological and political 
level and activism on the part of the audience in the labor collectives of the Kir- 
ovneft’ Oil and Gas Procurement Administration. Representives of the first and 
fourth extraction works, the cost accounting construction-assembly section, and 
others gathered together with the repair workers in the recreation and reading room - 
of the underground and capital repair shop on that day. 


The questions connected with the accomplishment of the programmed tasks of prevent- 
ing and eliminating all types of violations of the law concerned every person. And 
it is not surprising that the resolution of the Azerbaijan CP Central Committee, 

which has disclosed serious deficiencies in the work of the party, Soviet, and law 
enforcement organs of Narimanovskiy Rayon, did not leave one single Kirovneft' oil 
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worker indifferent. Many of them had already expressed their opinions on the pro- 
blems touched upon in the resolution in answer to the appeal of the Center for the 
Study of Public Opinion and Sociological Research in the Azerbaijan CP Central Com- 
mittee. In appearing at meetings of their collectives and in meeting with workers 
of the militia, the public prosecutor's office, and the court, they made a number 
of proposals aimed at strengthening the struggle against anti-social phenomena and 
improving the work of administrative organs and their voluntary assistants -- the 
voluntary people's militia, members of crime prevention councils in labor collect- 
ives and support points for keeping order in housing areas. 


But the Kirov workers also had something to talk about at yesterday's Leninist Fri- 
day. And this was understandable: are all the problems connected with law and 
order in their enterprise really resolved, does not the educational work with indi- 
viduals inclined to violate the law require further attention? 


From the speech by the Chief of the Rayon Department of Internal Affairs R. Rasulov 
it was gratifying to learn that the struggle against crime over the last 3 years 
has been strengthened on the whole throughout Kirovskiy Rayon. But, unfortunately, 
there are still many violations of the public order. This also includes the Kirov- 
neft" Oil and Gas Procurement Administration. In the first 7 months of the current 
year 12 incidents of petty hooliganism were recorded, six people were even given 
15-day sentences. And, in addition to everything else, this means that 90 working 
days were lost — a direct loss to production. 


As a rule, similar incidents in Kirovneft' do not go unnoticed. A. Ashumov, secre- 
tary of the party organization of the underground and capital repair shop, who 
spoke at the political education day meeting, talked about the individual education- 
al work that is being conducted in the shop with the help of teachers and veterans 
of the enterprises. The Council for the Prevention of Violations of the Law, which 
operates within the 0il and Gas Procurement Administration and is headed by Deputy 
Chief of the Administration I. Shirinov, has recently become more active. 


However, still not every violation of the law is reported to us by the militia, 
noted those participating in the Leninist Friday meeting. For example, today we 
heard about six people who have violated the law and received 15-day sentences. 
But, as far as we know, not one of these incidents has become the subject of dis- 
cussion by, let us say, the comrades’ courts, which have been created in near! * 
all of the enterprises of Kirovneft'. 


In the resolution of the CPSU Central Committee "On Improving the Protection of 
Law and Order and Strengthening the Struggle Against Violations of the Law" special 
note is made of the necessity to take into account the growing intolerance of the 
Soviet people toward various types of anti-social manifestations. This idea runs 
through the decisions of the 26th Party Congress and materials of the 15th Congress 
of the Communist Party of Azerbaijan. 


If one thinks about what was said by Sh. Melkumyan, a metal worker in the TsPKRS 
[mot further identified] at the unified political education day in light of this 
situation, then it becomes evident: the opportunities of social formation are uot 
yet being used to the fullest degree. This was discussed by shop tractor operator 
A. Muradyan, chief of one of the headquarters of the voluntary people's militia, 
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in his speech. The fact of the matter is that only half of the militia is functi- 
oning. We tried to investigate the reasons for this, stated A. Muradyan. We came 
to the conclusion that, evidently, people must not be obligated to become members 
of the voluntary militia. It should be made so that it is indeed a voluntary duty. 
And in order to accomplish this, it is necessary to work with people and help them 
to realize that in order for our struggle against crime to succeed, a common inter- 
est and work are needed. The healthy moral and psychological atmosphere created 

in the republic favors the formation of an active position on the part of citizens 
and the manifestation of new creative initiatives. 


The Communist Party always emphasizes that the main task in the protection of pub- 
lic order consists of the prevention of crime and violations of the law. The sys- 
tem of preventive measures includes many things. But, it seems, above all it means 
the struggle against drunkenness and parasitism. At the political education day 
there was an extensive discussion of these phenomena in our life. Those who parti- 
cipated in the study group listened with satisfaction to the report by the chief 

of the ROVD [Rayon Department of Internal Affairs] on measures which were adopted 
with the critical observations of the oil workers that were expressed by them at 
one of the recent meetings with representatives of law enforcement organs. A nui- 
ber of individuals involved in speculation was called to account, and people dis- 
posed to alcoholism were sent for compulsory treatment. 


All that is good, said A. Suleymanov, a young Communist and operator of the fourth 
extraction works. But let us talk about another aspect of preventive work. There 
are many young people among us. And do we always know what are the interests of 
young people, among whom there are, of course, some who are not very mature? What 
are these interests? Are we always concerned that they have something with which 
to occupy themselves after the work shift? 


True, sufficient thought is not always given to the intelligent use of leisure 
time by youth. There are many deficiencies in cultural-educational work. The 
physical culture movement of the masses is being poorly developed. True, a swin- 
ming pool is under construction, but when it will be completed is not known. The 
path from “nothing to do" to drunkenness is short. And if an individual is not 
stopped in time, he can become a violator of the law. 


The participants in the unified political education day meeting presented a number 
of proposals aimed at improving the work of the law enforcement organs of the ra- 
yon. In particular, it was said in connection with the apartment thefts that have 
occurred that it is necessary to expand a signalling system for the protection 

of apartments and to create a special group in the militia of the rayon department 
for apprehending criminals in order to guarantee its success. 


The interest in improving the work of law enforcement organs can be understood: 
indeed, as Comrade L. I. Brezhnev noted at the 26th CPSU Congress, "the responsi- 
bility of the organs of justice, the courts, the procurator's office, and the Sov- 
iet militia is great in strengthening socialist legality and law and order". 


Every effort must be made to create an insurmountable barrier to crime and viola- 
tions of the law. The intolerant attitude toward any deviations from Communist 
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ethics is behind the large successes of the workers of the republic, to which the 
oil workers of Kirovneft" have also made their own contribution! To remember 
this, to actively protect law and order, and to assist law enforcement organs in 
the struggle against anti-social behavior by all means is everyone's cause. 


Such was the unanimous opinion of the oil workers of Kirovskiy Rayon -- and those 
participating in this Leninist Friday.

AZERBAIJAN TO SHARE EXPERTISE WITH ARKHANGELSK OBLAST

[Interview with S. G. Gadzhiyev, chief of the Azerbaijan Main Acministration of 
Land Reclamation and Water Construction, by correspondent A. Polonskiy; date and 
place not specified] 


[Text] Recently the Central Committee of the Azerbaijan Communist Party and the 
Azerbaijan SSR Council of Ministérs adopted a resolution "On Measures for Acting 
As a Sponsor in Rendering Assistance to Arkhangelskaya Oblast in 1981--1985". In 
it it is noted that during the 10th Five-Year Plan work in the form of sponsor- 
ship, which has produced its own results, was accomplished by the party, Soviet, 
trade union, and economic organs of our republic. The labor collectives of Azer- 
baijan have particpated in the development of the nonchernozem zone and rendered 
all kinds of assistance to Arkhangelskaya Oblast. Today this assistance should 
be increased. The resolution contains concrete measures aimed at the successful 
accomplishemnt of the large tasks set forth. 


Construction, irrigation and drainage, in particular, occupies a special place 

in the overall structure of impending projects. Im this connection the editorial 
staff presented a number of questions to S. G. Gadzhiyev, chief of Glavazmeliovod- 
stroy [Azerbaijan Main Administration of Land Reclamation and Water Construction]. 
Below we are publishing the conversation of the BAKINSKIY RABOCHIY correspondent 
with him. 


[Question] Salekh Gilalovich, I see a paper with the text of the resolution on 
your desk. Whole paragraphs in the resolution have been underlined. Evidently, 
this document has become a daily guide to action. 


[Answer] Yes. The resolution has given us, construction workers in land reclama- 
tion, many obligations. And I can say straight off that it was accepted in all 
the subdivisions and the main administration as a challenge. Close to our hearts 
are those words that it is necessary to make a worthy contribution to the accom- 
plishment of the tasks set forth by the 26th Party Congress for transforming the 
nonchernozem zone into a highly productive region of agriculture and animal hus- 
bandry and for socially developing the rural village. We understand our respon- 
sibility and we are striving to complete that with which we have been entrusted 

on schedule. 
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[Question] In the resolution of the Azerbaijan CP Central Committee and the Azer- 
baijan Council of Ministers it is noted that a mobile mechanized column of Glavaz- 
meliovodstroy is already operating in Arkhangelskaya Oblast, a support base has 
been built, a railroad track has been put into operation, and a settlement has 
been constructed. Please, give us a more detailed account of the work that has 
been accomplished. 





[Answer] We have been accomplishing construction work in Plesetskiy Rayon in 
Arkhangelskaya Oblast since 1977. The work became significantly more active there 
after the speech delivered by Leonid Il'yich Brezhnev in Baku when he conferred 
the Order of Lenin on the city. At that time Leonid Il'yich stated that the 
population of our republic should participate more energetically in the development 
of the new territories of the country. And in the work on the development of the 
nonchernozem zone we saw and more profoundly realized our international debt. 


In essence, a whole production complex, including warehouses, a mechanized shop, 
a motor-transport depot, and railroad spur track, was constructed in Plesetsk. 
A settlement has been built with high quality housing units. The volume of work 
completed according to capital investments amounts to almost 4 million rubles. 


I want to emphasize: this volume is relatively small, but its accomplishment was 
not easy in the initial stages. We encountered difficulties which we had not known 
before. Judge for yourself: land reclamation workers were transferred to the 

far North, they had to become acclimated, and everything had to be started from 
scratch. Construction equipment, metal structures, and reinforced concrete panels 
and blocks were delivered over a distance of thousands of kilometers from Azerbai- 
jan. Construction took place under conditions of an exceptionally cold and snowy 
winter, to which our people were not accustomed. But now we have already adapted 
and have acquired the necessary experience. Of course, a high price was paid for 
this experience. 


[Question] Whom among your fellow-countrymen would you like to single out? 


[Answer] There are now more than 200 workers in our mobile mechanized column 
(PMK)37, which is operating in Arkha.gelskaya Oblast. The backbone of this column 
is made up of qualified machine operators, assembly and construction workers from 
key trades, and engineering-technical personnel sent from the republic. I would 
like to name those who more than once gave incentive to the initiative and to this 
valiant work — electrical fitters Gamid Kerimov and Dzhafar Kurbanov, gas welder 
Nikolay Shchelokov, foreman Ismail Aleskerov, and section chief Firudin Dzhavadov. 
Chief of PMK-37 Nazim Rustamovich Azizov does a good job of managing with difficult 
responsibilities. A skillful director in the initial stages of construction was 
found in the person of Chief Engineer Kyamal Dzhebrailovich Ragimov, an efficient, 
enthusiastic specialist: Kyamal Dzhebrailovich was assigned to Arkhangel'sk during 
his military service and knows the kray well. 


[Question] What are your plans for the current five-year plan? 
[Answer] They are determined by the resolution of the Azerbaijan CP Central Conm- 


mittee and the Azerbaijan Council of Ministers. They consist of construction and 
assembly work on rural and land reclamation construction projects. We will be 
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working in close contact with the Ministry of Rural Construction in our republic 
and the Azerbaijan SSR Ministry of the Contruction and Utilization of Motor Vehi- 
cle Roads. During the five-year plan the main administration will have to make 
considerable headway and spend more than 15 million rubles. We will take into 
consideration the fact that before this we have basically created a base and accu- 
mulated experience. Now the main emphasis will be placed on land reclamation. 
During the five-year plan we intend to provide drainage for up to 6,000 hectares 
in the North — for the development of agriculture, the creation of a fodder base, 
r and the development of a dairy industry. 


Considerable efforts will be required, and on this account we are not mistaken. 
The nature of the work is completely different than in the South. In our republic 
we must struggle for water while in Arkhangel'sk it is necessary to drain the land 
of excess water. The drainage of surface water, the lowering of the level of sub- 
soil water, and the construction of facilities for protecting meadows and fields 
from abundant spring waters comprise the tasks of our land reclamation personnel. 
In large areas it becomes necessary to carry out rooting operations. Fortunately, 
here we will have at our disposal the best equipment, which has justified itself. 
It is gratifying to note that its production took place in Azerbaijan at the Sabi- 
rabad Repair and Mechanical Plant in our main administration. The enterprise has 
already produced more than 300 pull-type stump removers especially intended for 
the nonchernozem oblasts of the Russian Federation. According to numerous testi- 
monies from users this equipment is proving to be reliable. 


Indisputably, more construction and assembly workers will have to be sent to Arkh- 
angelskaya Oblast in order to accomplish the volume of work that is increasing 

by leaps and bounds. In the very near future a group of our specialists, which 
will precisely define a concrete program of projects with local organs, will travel 
to Arkhangelskaya Oblast. From our own resources we will allocate additional ma- 
chinery, equipment, construction materials, and so on. 


[Question] Certainly the need will arise for a certain amount of organizational 
restructuring. 


[Answer] Without a doubt. We are creating a headquarters for the operational 
management of projects in Arkhangelskaya Oblast and the coordination of work in 
order to maintain uninterrupted communications with representatives of our main 
administration in the rayons of the nonchernozem zone. The question arises with 
respect to the formation of a new construction-assembly subdivision intended for 
projects in the North. We want to coordinate our actions closely with the actions 
of our colleagues from the Ministry of Rural Construction and the Ministry of the 
Consruction and Utilization of Motor Vehicle Roads. More attention than in the 
past is being given to the timely acquisition of equipment for the projects we 
are constructing. 


[Question] PLease, tell us what the Glavazmeliovodstroy will construct in Arkhan- 
gelskaya Oblast for the social transformation of the rural village? 


[Answer] At the present time our mobile mechanized column is building a five- 
story housing unit in Plesetsk. We have built such buildings before. We still 
have before us the construction of new housing units with a higher degree of 
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comfort. In addition to this, there are plans to construct a school, kindergarten, 
a sports hall, dining room, and a dormitory. And not just in Plesetsk itself -- 
projects will be moved even further to the North. Future projects will be found 
in the cicy of Kargopol’, the settlement of Konosha, and the rural village of Ta- 
vrinka. 


We are thinking of creating a subsidiary farm in the Plesetskiy Rayon as a part 
of the aid being sponsored by us. It will most likely include greenhouses for 
growing vegetables. This we want to do on our own initiative. Beginning next 
year the social organizations of our main administration decided to accept 150 
children of construction workers, land reclamation personnel, and agricultural 
workers from Arkhangelskaya Oblast for the summer to the departmental Pioneer camp 
located in Shuvelyan.

KAZAKH ENVIRONMENT MONITORING CENTER'S WORK REVIEWED 
Alma Ata KAZAKHSTANSKAYA PRAVDA in Russian 25 Sep 81 p 4

trol center: “Under the Control of the Atmosphere™] 


[Text] In accordance with the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress and the regul- 
ations of the USSR Constitution serious practical measures on environmental pro- 
tection are being carried out in our country. Im the USSR laws have been adopted 
on water, land, the interior of the earth, and forest resources. On 1 January 1981 
the USSR Law "On the Protection of the Air" went into effect. The same law has 
been adopted by the Supreme Soviet of our republic. Now practically all of the 
natural resources necessary for satisfying man’s vital needs have been taken under 
the protection of the state. 


The capital investments assigned for the construction of environmental protection 
facilities will increase during the current five-year plan. As is mapped out by 
the documents of the 26th CPSU Congress and 15th Congress of the Communist Party 
of Kazakhstan, there has to be the introduction of waste-free technologies at 
enterprises and increased protection for water and air against harmful sewerage 
waters and discharges. 


In order to effectively accomplish these tasks it was necessary to improve the 
system of control over the condition of the environment. For these purposes, at 
the end of last year a center for the study and control of environmmtal pollution 
was created in our republic at the Republic Administration of Hydrometeorology. 


Its task is to conduct observations on air, soil, and water cleanliness on the 
territory of the republic and to supply the information it obtains to various or- 
ganizations. In order to perform this work modern laboratories have been organ- 
ized and so has a far-flung network of hydrochemical air observation posts and 
points. This network is constantly expanding. This year alone it will be rein- 
forced by nine new points which will possess the latest instruments for selecting 
air probes. At the same time, a large amount of work will be performed by the 
specialized mobile “Atmosfera” laboratories. They are based on cross-country 
trucks and permit a determination of the character of the air and the number of 
harmful substances in it at any distarce from the source of pollution. At the 
present time environmental control laboratories are operating in 19 cities of 
Kazakhstan. 
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One of the basic jobs without which the effective protection of clean air is in- 
possible and which has already been performed by the subdivisions of the center is 
an inventorying of the sources of dust and gas discharges. Its results will help 
to make more precise plans for measures te protect the air of cities. The accumu- 
lated material is being generalized with the help of computers. 


Another responsible task which is now being performed by our subdivisions is the 
development of normatives for the republic's enterprises for maximum permissible 
discharges into the air. The center is the head organization for the development 
of such normatives in the republic. 


In addition to this, specialists from the center perform expert appraisals on ail 
plans for new and reconstructed enterprises with regard to their correspondente 
to the requirements of preserving the cleanliness of waters, soil, and air. This 
makes it possible to avoid errors in planning. 


But, of course, all of the center's work obtains practical importance only if its 
results are used right at the enterprises which have discharge sources. In this 
connection it should be noted that many combines, plants, and factories are active- 
ly participating in accomplishing the task of environmental protection. In part- 
icular, the Alma-Ata house construction combine, the “Ekibastuzugol’" production 
association, the “Kustanayasbest," the Aktyubinsk Chrome Couplings Plant, and 

other enterprises, after the adoption of the law "On the Protection of the Air," 
developed concrete measures to sharply reduce air pollution. At the Alma-Ata 

house construction combine, for example, work has been begun on the reconstruction 
of the dust and gas cleaning system, and the aspiration.of the clay filler shop 
will be improved. All of this will make it possible to sharply decrease discharges 
into the air. 


These enterprises are orienting themselves not only toward a maximum utilization 
of the state capital investments which have been released for the construction of 
gas and dust treatment systems, bu: are also conducting a search for internal re- 
serves. An improvement of environmental protection work is being actively helped 
here by labor collectives, rationalizers, and specialists by means of strengthen- 
ing labor and production discipline, an extensive exchange of experience, and 
clear actions by the people's controllers. 


However, such an approach to the solution of the problems of environmental pro- 
tection are not yet characteristic of all enterprises. At the Karaganda Metal- 
lurgical combine, the Ust'-Kamenogorsk Lead and Zinc Combine and other enterprises 
allocated capital investments are constantly underutilized and commissioning dates 
for air protection facilities are not met. The enterprises of the republic's Min- 
istry of Nonferrous Metallurgy, Ministry of Energy, and Ministry of Municipal 
Housing are exercising poor control over the fulfillment of assignments. Frequent- 
ly the introduction of new production processes capable of sharply reducing the 
discharge of harmful substances into the air is delayed for many long years. Above 
all, this applies to the "KIVTSET" at the Ust'-Kamenogorsk Lead and Zinc Combine 
and a number of other scientific and technical achievements. 


Yet, life itself is demanding that the maintenance of water and air cleanliness in 
cities become one of the paramount tasks of all enterprises. 








At the present time the Alma-Ata center is continuing to perfect the system of 
pollution control. Construction has begun in the republic on ANKOS--the labora- 
tory of an automated environmental observation and control system. The ANKOS system 
is outfitted with posts and automatic gas analyzers which make it possible to con- 
stantly control air pollution. The information which is obtained on the communi- 
cations channels goes to the dispatcher computer center for further processing and 
generalization. All this will help to decrease harmful discharges at the city's 
industrial enterprises and to improve the condition of the air. 


However, close practical interaction between the subdivisions of the center and 
industrial enterprises is the chief condition for effective environmental protec- 
tion. The measures which are now being worked out together with them on protecting 
the air will make it possible to decrease the amount of discharges by 20 percent 

at the end of the five-year plan.

FRUNZE OFFICIAL DISCUSSES CITY DEVELOPMENT PLANS 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 7 Oct 81 p 3 


(Question from a letter and reply by V. Radkevich, deputy chief of the Frunze Coris- 
polkom’s Main Architectural Planning Administration: “What Will the City Be Like?"] 


/Text/ "would you kindly tell what the city of Funze will be 
like in the beginning of the next century.” (From a letter to 
the editors by S. Chizhova.) 


V. Radkevich, deputy chief of Prunze Gorispolkom's Main Architec- 
tural Planning Administration, replies. 4 


It no doubt would be a difficult thing to find a Frunzeite who shows no interest 
in the future of the republic's seat--one of the youngest capitals of the union re- 
publics whese age barely exceeds a hundred years. 


In 1882, four years after its founding, Pishpek had a total of 2,135 inhabitants. 
The first general plan of the city, which was compiled by a military topographer in 
1878, already showed its own design: strict rectilinearity of its streets, rectan- 
gular blocks with dwelling buildings on the corners. 


Fifty-seven years later, a total of 92,500 people lived in the city. In 1938 the 
Gostroyproyekt Institute created a general plan, this time for 180,000 inhabitants. 
In 12 years, it was modified and in 1958 it was approved for 300,000 people. But 
here too the calculations have proved inaccurate-—-the city grew precipitously out 
of the confines set for it. 


The Complex Commission of Cosstroy USSR in 1961 came to the conclusion that it was 
necessary to work out a new general plan. After prolonged work and many agreements, 
a new general plan was approved after 10 years that was calculated for up to 1995. 


Limits on the city’s growth, maintenance of its population st the level of 500,000 
people and abstaining f:m locating here new enterprises that were not connected 
with serving the needs of the city's inhabitantse—-such were the basic conceptions 
of this document. But life has made its own corrections to it. The city passed 
the half-million mark, and today more than 552,000 people live within its limits. 
Today the Moscow Central Scientific-Research and Plarning Institute for Urban De- 
velopment with the broad participation of specialists of many planning institutes 
of Frunze is developing a technical-economic validation for a new general plan for 
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up to the year 2000. It is planned to complete this work in several mnths, and 
calculations and proposals will be presented to the public on how the city will de- 
velop in the future. 


What are these directions? What will the administrative, cultural and industrial 
center of the republic be like? How many inhabitants will it contain under its 
roofs toward the end of the 20th century? 


Today the total area of the land within the limits of the city’s boundaries amounts 
te 12,352 hectares. If there be excluded from this extensive areas that cannot 
undergo capital construction because of unfavorable hydrogeological and seismic 
conditions, already built up districts, verdant tracts and the like and if there be 
taken into consideration that for the calculated period the norm of floorspace 
available to each inhabitant will be increased to 16 square meters, it would be 
clear that the city would require additional territory on the order of 1,500-2,000 
hectares, first and foremost for the location of new housing construction. This 
question is extremely difficult because there abut on the city essentially high-cost 
plowlands. 


At the present time, town planners have prepared three alternate versions: location 
of new housing construction in the southern part extending to the foothills, in the 
southeastern and southeastern parts, in the northern part in the vicinity of the 
present water reservoir. These versions are undergoing scrupulous analysisg calcu- 
lations and comparisons are being made according to tens of indicators (capital out- 
lays, engineering services, transport connections and much else). It would be dif- 
ficult to say today what version would be adopted as final, although in my opinion 
preference should be given to the first two. 

In the future as well, the biggest type of construction will be as before housing. 
It will continue to be primarily industrial, for the most part, large-panel house 
construction. The height of the buildings will gradually grow to 9-12 and even 

more stories. In the immediate years ahead, new housing construction will be con- 
ducted in the vicinity of Alma-Atinskaya Ulitea mdLeninskiy Prospekt (microrayon 
Vostok-5), the southeastern part (densification of microrayons Nos 5 and 7 and con- 
struction along Asanbay Canal; building up of the western housing district between 
Ulitsa Belinskogo, Prospekt Molodoy Gvardii, Leninskiy Prospekt and the railroad is 
on the verge of completion; the possibility is being considered of building up land 
free from demolition but unfavorable in terms of seismic conditions in the vicinity 
of Ulitsa Patrisa Lumumby and Nizhnaya Ulitea. The fate of the land of the former 
airport will be finally determined following approval of the technical-econonmic 
validation of the general plan, although today specialists have reached a definite 
opinion on the location of housing here. 


In the future modernization .f existing enterprises will essentially be continued; 
this applies especially to those which are engaged in providing directly for the 
needs of the population and in the production of consumer goods that are in high 
demand. 


There is to be completed the construction of such facilities as the large editing- 
publishing complex, whicls will gather under its roof, located at the streets of 
Kyzyl-Ordinskaya and Zhukeyev—Pudovkin, editorial offices of newspapers, journals 
and printing house, the republic Library imeni V.I. Lenin at the intersection of 
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Sovetskaya Ulitsa and Ulitsa Frunze, the maternity home m Ulitsa 50-Letiye Komsomola 
Kirgizii, the trade center in Alamedin Microrayon; a large fruit-and-vegetable cen- 
ter in the western part of the capital and a number of others. 


A branch of the V.I. Lenin Museum will be built in the vicinity of Ulitea Obroz- 
bekova and Ulitsa Pushkina, the Officers’ Club on Ulitsa Krupskaya in the vicinity 
of the Central Department Store, the Palace of Pioneers on Ulitsa 50 Let Oktyabrya 
and Ala-Arch' Embankment, a production combine of the Kyya] Association of Folk Arts 
Industries on Ulitsa Beyshenaliyeva, a 1,000-bed hospital complex in the former 
airport, a school teaching music, a laundry factory and a new market on Ulitsa Alma- 
Atinskaya, a trash burning plant and a number of others. It is planned to improve 
the mass recreation zone in the vicinity of Ala-Archinskoye Reservoir and the foot- 
hills and to establish the Kirghiz Natural Park on an extensive area. 


In the years following, much attention will be paid to the development of public 
transport. It is planned to build another large trolleybus depot, a passenger and 
a taxi-fleet motor-vehicle depot, to renovate the existing motor-vehicle terminal 
and to build new trolleybus lines. 


I would like to point out in conclusion that the development of such a large city 
as Frunze, its building up and improvement are not the simple and easy matter as 
might appear to the unexperienced reader. It is a complex and contradictory pro- 
cess connected with the expenditure of tremendous funds and physical assets. It 
requires intelligent use of these funds in the public interest and not just a deep 
knowledge of the fundamentals of town planning but also to a large degree respons- 
ibility and courage on the part of specialists and the broadest possible participa- 
tion of the city's inhabitants in this work.

KIRGHIZ ACADEMICIAN INTERVIEWED ON NATIONALITIES CONFERENCE 
Frunze SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA in Russian 11 Oct &1 p 2 


[Interview of A. A. Altmyshbayev by V. Verbkin, correspondent of the Kirghiz News 
Agency, special to SOVETSKAYA KIRGIZIYA: "In Internationalism Lies Our Strength") 


[Text] As was already reported, the All-Union Scientific- 
Technical Conference “The International and the National in the 
Mode of Life of the Soviet People” was held in Frunze on 24-26 
September. At our request, A. A. Altmyshbayev, deputy chairman 
of the organizational committee of the conference, director of 
the Institute of Philosophy and Law of the Academy of Sciences 
of the KiSSR and academician of the Academy of Sciences of the 
republic, comments on some questions related to the work of the 
conference. 


[Question] First of all, Asylbek Altmyshbayevich, what are the results of the con- 
ference from the point of view of their significance for the research that is being 
conducted by the scholars and social scientists of our republic? 


[Answer] In the conception of developed socialism, the elaboration of which com- 
rade L. I. Brezhnev at the 26th CPSU Congress called one of the main results of the 
theoretical activity of the party, the socialist mode of life occupies an important 
place. Specialists in the social sciences in Kirghizia are also engaged in its 
study. Naturally, participation in the conference allowed them to expand the 
volume of irformation on a given problem and to find out in greater detail on what 
their colieagues from the other fraternal republics are now working. This makes it 
possible to direct efforts towards those aspects of the problem which have not yet 
become the object of analysis, to define more precisely the level of their urgency, 
and to distribute scientific manpower more rationally. 


Another point is quite important. The contemporary mode of life of the Soviet 
people as a synthesis of its social being and social consciousness is exceedingly 
many-sided and for its fruitful elaboration requires the participation of repre- 
sentatives of the most diverse spheres of knowledge. The necessity of complex 
research into this social phenomenon, which was formulated at the conference, put 
certain tasks before our philosophers, economists, historians, linguists, and 
jurists. For example, it was noted that the economic aspects of the socialist 


mode of life do not as yet receive the appropriate development. 
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It is impossible not to mention the fact, finally, that thanks to the participation 
in the conference we have established personal contacts with many specialists whom 
we knew up to now only throug! their works. Personal contact and the exchange of 
opinions concerning the basic questions of the conference topic, without a doubt, 
enriched everyone of us. 


[Question]: Please characterize the contribution of the scientists of the republic 
to the elaboration of the problems of the socialist mode of life. 


{Answer}: Right away, I would like to note the fact that the scholars and social 
scientists of Kirghizia were alone among the organizers of this representative 
forum. Incidentally, a conference on such a topic was held for the first time in 
our country after the 26th CPSU Congress and it was not accidentally that the 
capital of our republic was selected as the conference site. In the plans for 
scientific research work of the humanities institutes of the Academy of Sciences of 
the KiSSR and the departments of social sciences of the VUZ's, questions relating 
to the Soviet mode of life and the interrelationship of the international and 
national occupy an outstanding place. Recently quite a few works have been pub- 
lished which in one way or another touch on these problems. A great contribution 
to their investigation was the book of the first secretary of the Central Committee 
of the Communist Party of Kirghizia, T. U. Usubaliyev “Druzhba narodov--nashe 
bestsennoye zavoyevaniye™ [The Friendship of the Peoples--Our Priceless Achieve- 
ment], which was received with a great deal of interest by the scientific community 
of our country. 


More than 50 scientists of Kirghizia, most of them staff members of the Institute 
of Philosophy and Law of the Academy of Sciences of the republic, presented scien- 
tific papers and communications at the conference. Today the scientists of our 
institute devote significant attention to the analysis of various aspects of the 
new form of human existence, which is the socialist mode of life. Thus, extensive 
research has been done on the formation and development of socialist consciousness 
uSing the Kirghiz people as an example. The staff members of the sector of 
aesthetics and the study of art (director: A. A. Saliyev, corresponding member of 
the Academy of Sciences of the republic) are actively studying the questions re- 
lating to bilingualism--one of the decisive factors in the interrelationship of the 
international and national in the Soviet mode of life. 


In the formation of the common cultural and political features of the Soviet mode 
of life, the means of mass information play an enormous role today. The develop- 
mental laws and peculiarities of the process of mass communication are being 
elaborated by the sector of dialectical materialism under the directorship of A. A. 
Brudnyi, doctor of philosophical sciences. An outstanding contribution to the 
statement and solution of the theoretical and methodological problems of the dia- 
lectic of the international and the national has been made by the collectives of 
the sectors of historical materialism (director: Doctor of Philosophical Sciences 
T. D. Karakeyev), scientific communism (Candidate of Philosophical Sciences Yu. A. 
Shestopalov), the history of philosophy (Candidate of Philosophical Sciences M. K. 
Abdyidayev), by the department of philosophy (Doctor of Philosophical Sciences A. I. 
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Narynbayev), and by the section of state and law (Doctor of Legal Sciences R. T. 
Turgunbayev). 


Even in short form it is impossible to convey all the directions of the scientific 
study of the socialist mode of life since it is broad and multiplane. 


[Question]: And much of it is debatable, for sure? 


[Answer]: Yes, undoubtedly, and this was also confirmed by the conference. Its 
participants did not see eye to eye on all questons. For example, certain diver- 
gences were discovered in the examination of the interrelationship of the interna- 
tional and the national in the mode of life of the multinational Soviet republics, 
oblasts and areas. A lively polemic also accompanied the discussion of the two 
tendencies in the development of the socialist mode of life--the flowering and the 
drawing together of the nations. as well as other questions of the national devel- 
opment of socialist society. Many of the speakers supported the view that the 
genuinely national, especially in the conditions of developed socialism, is in 
essence and character international and universal. 


Great interest was called forth by the discussion of the social mechanisms of the 

formation and development of the socialist mode of life--the economic, political, 

ideological, aesthetic and other mechanisms, which are simultaneously also instru- 
ments of the formation of the personality of the socialist type. It was confirmed 
that high effectiveness in the operation of these mechanisms is determined by the 
leading role of the working class and the communist party, which projects the main 
paths of the movement of society in every phase of communist creation. 


It must be emphasized that the process of the drawing together’ of the nations and 
the process of their nerging“* from the point of view of theory, are not two different 
social phenomena, but two phases of one and the same social development. The first 
process appears «s the condition of the second. However, from the point of view of 
the practice of social development and national relations, these are different 
phases of the development of socialist society, just as socialism and communism are 
two different phases of the development of communist society. As it is impossible 
to identify mature socialism with communism, so it is impossible to substitute the 
drawing together of the nations for their merging, which is attained only with the 
triumph of full communism. The unity of the Soviet nations today is a strong as 
ever. But “this does not mean," said comrade L. I. Brezhnev at the 26th CPSU Con- 
gress, “that all questions in the sphere of national relations have already been 
solved. The dynamics of development of such a large multinational state as ours 
give rise to quite a few problems which demand the keen attention of the party." 


[Question]: What outlet into practice does the research of the scholars and social 
scientists on this problem find? 


[Answer]: Today the proposition has become undisputed that effectiveness and depth 
of theoretical elaboration are unthinkable without a link with life, without the 
consideration of the concrete requirements of practice. The conference that took 
place was called a scientific-theoretical one, but the overwhelming part of the 
problems discussed at the conference and many conclusions and recommendations had a 
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profoundly practical character. Further evidence of this orientation of the con- 
ference is found in the composition of its participants: More than half of them 
were party, soviet, and economic workers, that is to say people who are directly 
engaged in educational and ideological work. The appearance of first secretary 

of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Kirghizia, T. U. Usubaliyev, 
who gave the principal report, and the first secretary of the Frunzenskiy Gorkom 
of the party, K. M. Moldobayev, convincingly demonstrate the increasingly strong 
link between the theoreticians and the practitioners in the solution of the diverse 
tasks of the perfection of the socialist mode of life. 


The active collaboration of our scientists in the elaboration of concrete national 
economic programs also helps them to bring their research closer to life. Thus, in 
the 10th Five-Year-Plan, staff members of the Institute of Economics, the Institute 
of Philosophy and Law, and the Institute of History of the Academy of Sciences of 
the republic took irt in the composition of the plan for the socio-economic devel- 
opment of the Leninskiy Rayon in the city of Frunze. At present they are helping 
to elaborate the plan for the socio-economic development of the capital of the re- 
public during the llth Five-Year-Plan. The propositions of the social scientists 
make it possible to raise the work in regard to communist education on a higher 
scientific level and to increase its efficiency and quality. 


The work collective has enormous possibilities for the improvement of international 
education. For example, today the representatives of more than 80 nationalities 
work in the enterprises of the republic. To provice more reliable reference points 
in the activity regarding the formation of a deep socialist consciousness among 
workers, a feeling of belonging to awnited Soviet people--that is the goal of the 
sociological research conducted by the scientists of the Institute of Philosophy 
and Law in the 40 Years of October Sewing Factory, in the Kirgizavtomash Associa- 
tion, and in the Mayli-Sayskiy Electric Lamp Plant.

MANGYSHLAK'S ATOMIC DESALTING PLANT DESCRIBED. 
Moscow APN DAILY REVIEW in English 23 Oct 81 pp 1-3

Desalting Plant"] 


[Text] Mangyshlak..wild rocky shores, golden beaches, hot winds from the 
desert, the blue sea, silent sands, rains and fogs. This can be found on the 
Mangyshlak Peninsula which cuts deeply into the old Caspian Sea. Not so long 
ago this was a barren, dead land and Mangyshlak was often called a peninsula 
wrapped in enigma, perhaps, due to the eternal dialogue between the desert and 
the sea or the absence of its own fresh water. 


Today Mangyshlak is studded with derricks. Oil and gas pipelines have criss- 
crossed the desert in many places. The world's first experimental-industrial 
fast-neutron atomic power station and a plant which desalts seawater have sprung 
up in the vicinity of Shevchenko, the capital of the peninsula, a modern white- 
stone city built in the desert. 


Pioneers—geologists, geophysicists and buiiders--told us that when they started 
to develop that harsh land, they cooked their food on mineral water brought in 
bottles from far away. Fresh water in Mangyshlak is life in the direct meaning 
of this word. There is water here in the earth's interior, but in small quanti- 
ties. However, a large amount of water was required to provide with it Shev- 
chenko, which later became a modern regional centre, and to meet the needs of 
the boosting industrial zone. Where could fresh water be taken from? It was 
economically unprofitable to build water conduits from the far-off Amu Darya or 
Volga. 


Six young Shevchenko engineers under the guidance of V.A. Klyachko, D. Sc. 4 
(Techn.), decided to solve the problem which mankind had tried tc solve for 
centuries--they started to evolve the method of desalting seawater on a commer- 

cial scale, and brilliantly coped with this problem. 


...The huge cube of the building which houses the atomic reactor is a landmark 
among other projects of the industrial zone. It is called the BN-350, where BN 
stands for “bystrye neitrony" (fast neutrons) and 350 means that the station's 
daily output of electric power is 350 thousand kilowatts. This country was the 
first to build commercial fast-neutron reactors. 
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In conventional thermal (slow)-neutron reactors use is made of mainly 235 
uranium whose content in nature is very low--0.7 percent of the overall uranium 
stocks. As for 238 uranium, it accounts for the remaining 99.3 percent. That is 
why a thermal-neutron reactor uses a small portion of naturally-occurring uran- 
ium. But the BN-350 reactor forms secondary fuel--239 plutonium—-out of 238 
uranium and makes it possible to use the whole of uranium mined. Hence, its 
productivity increases tens of times. That is why the future of the nuclear 
power industry is with fast-—neutron reactors. 


Together with industrial engineer V. Chernyakov I was standing several tens of 
metres from the active section where a mighty nuclear fire was raging. I saw the 
bright rainbow of indicators on the central control desk of the reactor. Engi- 
neers on duty who did not wear protective suits, but wore ordinary white over- 
alls attentively watched the readings of the instruments. The reactor has been 
operating smoothly since the day of its start-up. Nothing threatens human lives 
and health here. The pollution of the environment is excluded by the very tech- 
nique of the operation of the nuclear station and by protective barriers-—-multi- 
stage filtration, the system of the emergency cooling of the reactor's active 
section, etc. 


Here, at the station, radiation supervisors--and they are punctual people--told 
us that radiation substances are contained in any mineral raw material. Burning 
up, raw material ejects them into the atmosphere. It has been established that 
the dose of the harmful ejection of power-and-heating plants is higher than that 
of nuclear stations and that the thermal power station absorbs oxygen from the 
atmosphere. The extensive development of the nuclear power industry is profit- 
able both economically and ecologically. This has been pointed out by comrade 
Leonid Brezhnev in the report to the 26th Party Congress: "It is necessary to 
reduce the share of oil as fuel, to replace it with gas and coal, and to expand 
the nuclear power industry, including fast-neutron reactors, more rapidly." 


A large part of the energy of the nuclear station goes to desalt seawater. Hot 
steam (its temperature is several hundred degrees Centigrade) is sent from there 
to the thermoelectric plant from which, being moistened, it goes to desalting 
installations. 


A public garden with the lush verdure separates the reactor building from desalt- 
ing facilities. We walked a shady alley. Roses showed red on flowerbeds. Look- 
ing at their crimson racemes, Chernyakov noticed: 


"In the past just saxual and Russian thistle grew here." 


I recalled tt.e words by Taras Shevchenko who had been exiled there: "Not a blade 
of grass, not a single tree can be seen--only sand and stone.” 


"Take a look at our ‘samovars,'” Chernyakov said, pointing to giant ten-body 
evaporators rising into the sky.

In the oblast, more than 900 shepherds obtained from each hundred ewes more than 
one hundred lambs.

Rayon, Karakol Sovkhoz, Issyk-Kul'skaya Experimental Breeding Station of Ak-Suyskiy 
Rayon, Kommunizm and Issyk-Kul’ kolkhozes, Zhivprom State-Cooperative Association 
and Orgochorskaya Experimental Station for Sheepbreeding of Dzhety-Oguzskiy Rayon 
are producing 110 or more lambs per hundred ewes. 


Many dairy-commodity farms and fattening complexes have worked outstandingly.

Deserving praise is owed to heads of farms that give out much strength and energy, 
rich experience and skills for the further improvement of the oblast's economy. 


In evaluating according to their worth the successes achieved in the development of 
the oblast's animal nusbandry, Comrade Duys:zyev said later on, it is necessary to 
point out that many possibilities and reserves are still to be found in this sec- 
tor for increasing production and sale to the state of animal—husbandry production 
and improving its quality. Take, for example, reproduction of the herd. The Issyk- 
Kul’ region has many leading farms that produce from one year to the next an in- 
crease in the relative share of ewes and production of young stock and improvement 
in feeding and maintenznce of livestock. During the last five-year period, on the 
farms, the number of first-class sheep increase‘ 22 percent, first-class cows and 
those of the “elite” class--12 percent, purebred livestock—-24 percent. And still 
the work on reproduction of the herd calls for considerable improvement. The rel- 
ative share of breeding females in the herd, especially in sheepbreeding, continues 
to be still low. During the 10th Five-Year Plan, this indicator grew more than 2 
percent and amounted to 37 percent. In livestock breeding, it remained at the 1975 
level and equals 30 percent. 


Significant reserves in dairy dairy stockbreeding exist. The farms of Issyk-Kul' 
region obtain 5-6 calves less than average for the republic. Significant losses 
of animal-husbandry production occur because of much barrenness and diseases among 
the animals. 


Certain work is being done in the oblast on preserving the number of livestock. 

But murrain of the animals is being reduced so far slowly. It is also necessary to 
improve selection and breeding work and to introduce on a wider basis methods of 
intensive fattening of livestock. 


During the llth Five-Year Plan farms are to increase the relative share of cows in 
the herd by 44 percent, average yield from forage cows up to 3,000 kilograms and 
calf production to 80-85 head. Kolkhozes and sovkhozes must devote special atten- 
tion to replenishing heifers. This requires raising the heifer complex in Issyk- 
nul'skiy Rayon to the required level, speeding up the construction of similar com 
plexes at kolkhozes imeni 50-Letiye SSSR in Tyupskiy Rayon and imeni Kuybyshev in 
Dzhety-Ugyzskiy Rayon and beginning its construction at Karakol Sovkhoz in Ak- 
Suyskiy Rayon. 
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A great deal of work is to be done in the coming decade on development of sheepbreed- 
ing--the leading animal-husbandry sector in the republic. A sharp improvement in 
the organization of sheepbreeding operation and putting all the sector's resources 

at the service of production are the direction to be taken by the republic's rural 
workers according to the decree of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council 
of Ministers "On Measures for Further Improving Sheepbreeding in Kirghizie SSR." 
Implementation of the measures provided by this decree will make it possible to have 


33 percent. 


In this connection, the sheepbreeders of the Issyk-Kul' region face responsible 
tasks. In the five years, the number of ewes in the oblast has to be increased by 
185,000 and reach one million. It is planned to have their relative share reach 55 
percent. Only under these conditions will it be possible to create a good basis for 
qualitative and quantitative growth in the number of sheep. The effectiveness of 
this direction may be judged by those remarkable successes which were achieved in 
the development of sheepbreeding by the oblast’s leading farme—-the kolkhozes imeni 
50-Letiye SSSR and Pobeda in Tyupskiy Rayon and Kommunize in Dzhety-Oguzskiy Rayon. 
Here the relative share of ewes reaches 67-75 percent. In obtaining a good increase 
for additions to the flock, the farms’ animal-husbandry workers turn over lambs for 
meat in the year of their birth which weigh up to 36 kilograms. Such operation of 
the work completely meets the requirements of intensification of this important 
sector. 


In order to solve the set task, most intent attention must be given to the construc- 
tion of sheds for the sheep. We have the means for completely satisfying the re- 
quirements of farms for pens for accommodation of sheep. For this purpose, the re- 
public is allocated all the necessary resources. A significant portion of the sheds 
will have to be built by farm means. Pens will be built with an area of 1,200 
square meters. Practice shows that this is an optimal version of holding them; it 
makes it possible to conduct a lambing campaign and to maintain sheep numbers. 


For improving the living and rest conditions of shepherds, construction is planned 
of huts of the improved type. The floorspace of these huts is being increased by 
more than double. They will contain rest rooms for newborn lamb tenders as well as 4 
laundry-bath. Store and auxiliary quarters are planned for individually-owned 
livestock, and ground is being set aside for private plots. 


Much attention is being devoted to horsebreeding in the oblast. But to be able to 
successfully fulfill the decrees of the CPSU Central Committee and the USSR Council 
of Ministers on further development of this sector, we have to raise still more the 
level of operation at each farm and to determinedly york to increase the number of 
horses. It is essential to study and apply in every possible way the advanced ex- 
perience of the best horsebreeders in the oblast. 


Comrade L.I. Brezhnev in his speech at the festivities in Tbilisi emphasized that 

the present five-year plan must become to a significant degree the fodder five-year 
plan. A great deal of work is being done in Issyk-Kul'skaya Oblast on improving 
fodder production. The chief resource for creating a stable fodder base, aside 
from grain ear-forming crops, lies in increasing the yield of perennial grasses, 
corn, root crops and fodder legumes. The further intensification of animal husbandry 
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requires that each farm secures more in diversified fodder, especially the kinds 
that have a high protein content. Without this it would be impossible to achieve 
an increase in the productivity of animals. Farms in the oblast have to increase 
sowings of alfalfa and getting its relative share to reach 69-70 percent in the bal- 
ance of perennial grasses. In terms of feed merits and time periods of vegetation, 
alfalfa is superior to sainfoin. Wider use should be made of combined sowings of 
corn with sunflower, peas and forage legumes. The combination of these crops, 
practice shows, qualitatively changes the make-up of succulent fodder and increases 
the content of nutritive substances in it. 


Party, soviet and agricultural organs in the oblast are under the obligation of es- 
tablishing strict control over the quality of procured fodder crops and not permit- 
ting the putting away of substandard silage and haylage. 


An important reserve for improving the fodder ration of animals is to be found in 
granulated forage. The farms of Dzhety-Ogyzskiy Rayon can serve as an effective 
example of its use; they in just the period from 1977 to 1981 increased the produc- 
tion of granulated forage from 4,500 to 10,500 tons. The able use of such crops in 
the ration of ewes made it possible to increase output of young stock per hundred 
ewes and to produce in 198) an average of 107 lambs and to achieve positive results 
in fattening of lambs. Thx experience of the farms of this rayon all-round 
dissemination. 


A significant factor in supplementation of food resources is production of meat, 
milk, eggs, vegetables and fruits on subsidiary farms. In decrees adopted recently 
by the party and the government, additional measures «ce provided for the develop- 
ment of this important work. The realization of these documents creates a stable 
basis for the bolstering of private subsidiary farms of the population as well as 
the development of subsidiary farms of enterprises, organizations and institutions. 


The first steps along this direction have been taken in the oblast-—-more than 120 
auxiliary farms have been established. A good initiative has been displayed in 
Issyk-Kul'skiy Rayon; here more than 90 organizations and institutions have become 
engaged in fattening of animals and poultry. While pointing out these positive 
facts, Comrade Duysheyev at the same time emphasized that the soviet and agricult- 
ural organs have to pay greater attention to the development and strengthening of 
auxiliary farms. It is necessary to provide citizens establishing private subsid- 
iary farms every possible assistance in organization of work, provision of tools, | 
fertilizers, seeds, young livestock and poultry, procuring fodder and construction 
of necessary quarters for animals and poultry as well as improving veterinary and 
zootechnical services. All this undoubtedly will make it possible to increase the 
production of agricultural products. 


The concludiug stage of the agricultural year has arrived. Together with concern 
for the sur.cessful conpleting of harvesting of agricultural crops, the preparation 
of animal-ausbandry farms for the winter is now coming into the forefront. Party, 
soviet and agricultural organs should assume unremitting control over the repair 
of animal-husbandry buildings, feed shops, feed kitchens, housing for animal- 
husbandry workers and early deliver of fodder to winter pastures. 


Among the tasks demanding immediate solution is to be found the further improvement 
of the Issyk-Kul' region. With each year there is an increase in the number of 
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persons resting in high--ountain samatoriums, where more guests are arriving. So 
that they would have a good impression not only of the wonderful natur: and the 
beauty of Lake Issyk-Kul' but also of our cities, settlements and villages which 
they visit, it is necessary to apply the maxima effort to putting in order housing 
and social, cultural and consumer facilities and to the building of new roads to 
residential locations. Party, soviet and operational organs should more energetic- 


ally solve problems relating to improvement of villages, using all available means 
for this. 


The animal-nusbandry workers of Issyk-Kul‘skaya Oblast have set high sights for 

the first year of the ilth Five-Year Plan. They have given their word to sell to 
the state 35,100 tors of meat, 65,500 toms of milk, 15 million eggs, 7,8500 tons

SEMIPALATINSK ISPOLKOM CHAIRMAN ON WORK WITH LETTERS

Taken" ] 


[Text] It is probable that each soviet worker has experienced the same feelings 
when he has opened the binder containing the day's mail. Letters from citizens 

are mainly confidential documents about daily life, one of the most important 
channels of close contact between the soviets and the masses. As speakers stressed 
at the 26th CPSU Congress, each party and soviet worker and each administrator 

must believe that the sympathetic and attentive treatment of the letters, requests 
and complaints of citizens is his duty to the people and the party. 


Our oblispolkom received around 2,000 letters in the last year and a half. Not 
one of them was ignored by the authorities, organizations and institutions. 

People write about the most varied matters. Im recent months we have received 
more letters from people who have informed us of the success of labor collectives 
in the fulfillment of 26th Party Congress decisions and asked important questions 
about the efficient use of material and labor resources, conservation and thrift, 
improvements in the organization of labor and wages, the development of subsidiary 
farming, the reinforcement of labor discipline.... 


We still receive many letters about improvements in the work of trade and public 
dining enterprises, various consumer and medical services, public utilities, 
transportation and the organization of leisure activities for the working public, 
especially youth. An in-depth study of the contents of this mail has indicated 
that some heads of oblasts, city and rayon organizations and establishments are 
careless or even bureaucratic in their treatment of valid requests. In these 
cases, the public has to appeal to higher agencies for help. 


The ispolkom of the oblast soviet takes timely measures to look into the questions 
raised and calls administrators and officials to strict account for red tape, 
bureaucratism and indifference to the complaints and statements of workers. In 
recent months alone, principled discussions took place at oblispolkom meetings 
with regard to the work on letters from citizens at enterprises of light industry, 
consumer services, trade and consumer cooperat:ives and public health and social 
security agencies. Questions connected with public utilities were discussed at a

session of the oblast soviet of people's deputies. The decision passed at this 
session naturally takes maximum account of proposals, complaints and requests 
received with regard to the maintenance of housing and public utilities. 


In accordance with the decision adopted at the session, the material base of 
utilities was reinforced, public baths and laundries were remodeled and hundreds 
of families were moved from barracks to comfortable dwellings. 


The letters and suggestions of workers help to improve the work of soviets, to 
carry out the program of socioeconomic reforms more efficiently and to discern 
shortcomings and ways of eliminating them more clearly. 


The efficiency and impact of the steps taken in connection with these letters 
depends largely on the degree to which deputies become involved in the examina- 
tion of the mail of local soviet ispolkoms. Last year, for example, they helped 
to verify the facts in almost nine-tenths of all the letters received by local 
authorities in the oblast. In most cases, the deputies go directly to the site 
of the problem and speak with the authors of the letters. 


Last year, for example, the ispolkom of the Beskaragayskiy Rayon soviet received 

a letter requesting an investigation of the medical services offered to the popula- 
tion on Saturdays. The ispolkom informed K. Baygozhina, sheepherder at the 
Semiyarskiy Sovkhoz and deputy of the rayon soviet, of the contents of this letter. 
She then visited medical establishments in a number of populated points and the 
vayon center to check the facts. The information in the letter about the unsatis- 
factory medical services offered on Saturdays turned out to be true. At the next 
session of the rayon soviet, K. Baygozhina instituted a deputatorial inquiry to 
demand an explanation from the rayon public health department. After this, the 
work schedules of rayon polyclinics and divisional hospitals were revised, out- 
patient reception hours were established for Saturdays and medical services in 

the home were improved. 


We strive to make our work with citizens’ letters completely public. This is the 
purpose of the reports presented to the public by deputies of local soviets and 
administrators on all levels, their meetings with citizens directly at enterprises 
and on construction sites, kolkhozes and sovkhozes and the more systematic approach 
to work with letters in the editorial offices of oblast ard rayon newspapers and 
the radio and television broadcasting committee. 


One effective form of comprehensive approach to the work with the letters, requests 
and complaints of workers is the open letter day. Our oblast's experience in organ- 
izing these open letter days has been commended by the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Kazakhstan. The first open letter day in the cis-Irtysh zone of 
the oblast was organized in Abayskiy Rayon a year ago. The party obkom and the 
oblispolkom recommended that rayon administrators enlist the help of not only the 
party aktiv and people's deputies, but also journalists, members of public organi- 
zations and party and Komsomol veterans, in the preparations for this important 
undertaking. 


The mail of the party raykom, the rayispolkom and its departments and the rayon 
newspaper SEMEY TANY was analyzed in detail. The entire rayon population was 
informed in advance of the coming open letter day. Special boxes for the questions 
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and suggestions of rural inhabitants were set up on the central farmsteads of 
sovkhozes and kolkhozes. 


A commission set up expressly for this purpose then examined all of the correspond- 
ence that had been accumulated and categorized all of the questions and suggestions 
according to subject matter. All administrators on the rayon level were informed 
in advance of the nature of public complaints and suggestions. When the people 
finally gathered at the rayon cultural center, the discussion was frank and 
businesslike. In the case of some complaints, measures were taken while the 
preparations were still being made for the open letter day. Specific deadlines 

for the elimination of shortcomings were set in other cases, and the officials 
personally responsible for the shortcomings were named. A detailed report of the 
meeting was published in the rayon newspaper and broadcast over the radio. 


This new form of work with letters aroused the interest of oblast party organiza- 
tions and ispolkoms of local soviets. Now open letter days are held in all cities 
and rayons of the cis-Irtysh zone. . 


Gatherings of this kind, where the public meets with party, soviet and economic 
administrators, can minimize the number of repeat complaints sent to various 
agencies, improve the moral atmosphere in labor collectives and heighten the 
responsibility of administrators for the timely and attentive consideration of 
citizens’ reports and suggestions. 


It is also quite significant that direct dialogue between officials and the 
authors of letters creates a more flexible system of control over the fulfillment 
of plans for the social development of enterprises, kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 
After each open letter day, a list of measures is drawn up for action on the 
suggestions, requests and complaints voiced by participants. The Semipalatinsk 
party gorkom and the gorispolkom, for example, hold a city meeting of representa- 
tives of the working public twice a year, where the heads of the agencies and 
departments concerned inform the general public of the decisions made on letters. 


All of this work is closely coordinated with the reception of citizens by the 
heads of ispolkoms of oblast, city and rayon soviets and with the fulfillment of 
voters’ requests by deputies. At the beginning of this year the oblispolkom 
approved a schedule of public visiting hours on Saturdays and Sundays. The 
complaints and suggestions voiced at the time of these visits are brought to the 
attention of a large audience on open letter days. 


The sympathetic and attentive treatment of letters and oral statements by workers 
and the timely and competent resolution of the problems mentioned in these letters 
represent an important condition of the observance of the Leninist principles 
governing work with the masses and the exercising of the Soviet citizen's con- 
stitutional rights.

[Text] At the end of last year the editors of PRAVDA VOSTOKA requested that read- 
ers write and say what kind of publication they would like to see our newspaper 
be in 1981, and share their thoughts about improving its work and format. 


In letters sent to the editors, at readers’ conferences, and at meetings in the 
oblasts and rayons with party, government, trade union, economic, and komsomol 
workers quite a few concrete proposals were made on various aspects of the edi- 
ters' work. They basically reflected the collective opinion of the majority of 
readers. All this made it possible to perform a deeper analysis and generaliza- 
tion of the opinions, criticisms, wishes, and proposals of a wide range of our 
readers and to consider them during the development of work plans for 1981. The 
editorial board thanks allof the readers who sent us their suggestions and crit- 
icisms about the newspaper's work. Now the editors have begun to prepare a work 
plan for 1982. 


What does PRAVDA VOSTOKA intend to tell its readers next year? 


The chief theme of this newspaper, as of the entire Soviet press, continues to be 
thorough propaganda for the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the subsequent 
Plenums of the Central Committee, and the speeches of the General Secretary of 

the CC CPSU and Ghairman of the Presidium cf the USSR Supreme Soviet comrade 

L.I. Brezhnev, and the mobilization of communists and all workers for the success- 
ful implementation of the decisions of the congress and for the accomplishment of 
the social and economic tasks of the llth Five-Year Plan.

PROBLEMS IN EDUCATION OF ESTONIAN SIX-YEAR OLDS

Saku stands small and peaceful. 


There still is time for schoolboys to wheel around on their bicycles, and to fully 
enjoy the days of vacation still remaining. Within a week, the new school term 
begins. 


For Saku, September 1, 1981, is a day of special significance: this is the only po- 
pulation center in the entire republic to begin formal education for all 6-year 
olds. 


Experimental classes for 6-year olds have been in operation in Saku secondary 
schools — ready for several years. Now the latest innovation in the teaching of 
6-year olds will be introduced at both kindergartens of Saku: at the sovkhoz and 

at the brewery. To assess the general attitude and the state of readiness for this 
program, we held discussions at Saku sovkhoz wich Eevi Roos, head of the sovkhoz 
day care center, educational specialist/methodologist Tiina Saaripuu, and teacher 
Taima Malla. At the brewery day care center we talked with Koidu Ots, head of the 
center, and a teacher, Linda Leivak. 


The consensus is clear: The spirit is ready, but the soul is troubled. Seems para- 
doxical, at first? However, teachers are strongly committed to introduce innova- 
tions immediately, yet there is a nagging concern that the beginning of the experi- 
ment has not been entirely successful. 


“Rumors began to circulate in March, that classes are planned for 6-year olds at our 
kindergartens. In April, the Department of Education inquired whether the plan is 
agreeable to the teaching staff. Following a period of utter silence, teachers 
assigned to experimental classes were summoned to training sessions at VU¥rska. 


Summer means vacations, not only to the teaching staff, but also to the organiza- 
tions responsible for school equipment and supplies. The new school year is soon 
to begin, and many supplies and teaching materials still nowhere in sight." 


These responses and concerns were not surprising. In one of the spring semester 
notebooks I read the following: “I need to make a large number of teaching aids 
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myself. Since this is extremely time-consuming, I am totally deprived of free time. 
Each year, the Ministry of Education exhibits do-it-yourself teaching aids, often 
of very high quality and usefulness. Why such aids could not be manufactured, is 
totally inconceivable. I feel a great need for handouts, particularly for my han- 
dicraft class. I spent half of last night preparing materials to distribute to my 
handicraft students. It is needless to even mention a centralized supply system, 
since it is totally inefficient..." 


These thoughts were expressed by Riina Maasikas, a teacher of the class for 6-year 
olds at P¥rnu kindergarten No. 4. And the situation has not changed at all during 
the past several months. 


“Worksheets for mathematics and nature study have been made available, but had to 
be picked up by teachers themselves. Most of the materials, however, are still not 
available today, such as primers, nature study worksheets, various aids to develop 
thought processes, educational playthings, etc. The supply arm of the Department 
of Education has been unable to explain the delay. Yet, September 1 is almost at 
our doorstep." These problems are of great concern to the educators and adminis- 
trators of the sovkhoz day care center. 


The staff at the brewery day care center told us that “The purchase of educational 
materials is still a problem today. Financing and billing procedures cause diffi- 
culties in purchasing materials at either the school fair, or at stores in Tallinn, 
where kindergartens are authorized to purchase needed teaching aids. Since ours is 
an ofticial day care center, we are not permitted to purchase at commercial educa- 
tional supply stores. Perhaps by the middle of October, we may be in better 
shape." 


What may have caused such a state of affairs? 


None of these problems would exist today, if both day care centers had been noti- 
fied in due time that experimental classes are to begin with the new school year. 
The regional Department of Education should have immediately specified whether cer- 
tain materials should be purchased, or whether they will be distributed by central 
authorities. We also needed to know the types of do-it-yourself materials. 


Outside of Saaremaa and Hiiumaa, classes for 6-year olds exist in only four pre- 
school child care centers: the two centers in Saku, one in P¥rnu, and one center 

in Tallinn. Due to the experimental nature of the program, these classes are still 
very few. However, even at this experimental stage there is no excuse for the atti- 
tude of today, which demands of each educator a measure of ingenuity and resource- 
fulness in obtaining needed supplies. 


Now a few words about the activities of the participants in the experiment. On the 
day of our visit at Saku sovkhoz, Tiina Saaripuu and Taima Malla were preparing 
‘lass schedules. Experimental class schedules were completed first; only then were 
schedules worked out for other classes. Parents will meet today, to discuss various 
problems related to the new program. Even the question of uniforms has been raised: 
despite the absence of official regulations on uniforms for 6-year olds, it was de- 
cided, at the first meeting, that uniforms will be sewn for everyone. 








Each new beginning brings many difficulties. The teaching staff assianed to meet 
the challenge of the experimental classroom, actually has two tasks: to learn and to 
teach. However, it would be unfair to assume that teachers at Saku are unduly 
worried even before classes begin. On the the contrary, they feel assured that by 
the start of the school year, conditions will be favorable to the implementation of 
plans set forth during training at V¥rska. The entire staff has advanced degrees 

in education. Both Taima Malla and Linda Leivak have had a notable teaching career. 


The experiment continues. 


A number of additional child centers are expected to join the program next fall. 
Preparations must be under way rather early, to prevent total confusion when the 
experiment finally begins. 


Decisions on the location and number of classes for 6-year olds, scheduled to begin 
next year, should definitely be made during the fall of 1981. Training courses 
should be held during the winter for teachers assigned to experimental classes next 
fall. By spring of 1982, all required teaching materials must be distributed. 


One last problem begging a solution: how should teachers of 6-year olds be paid? 
Their teaching load, as well as their hours in class, far exceed the schedules of 
teachers at regular schools. Also, since these people do work as teachers, their 
pay should not be based on pay schedules for other child care center staff. Per- 
haps these educators could be given official status as members of their district 
school teaching staff? Other options may be be available to remedy this situation. 
The problem is acute and important, and deserves an equitable solution.

KAZAKH CULTURAL PUBLISHING HOUSE'S PLANS OUTLINED

[Text] The establishment of a specialized book publishing house 
in our republic--the seventh so far-—-the "Omer" ("Art"), is a 
vivid example of the constant concern displayed by the party and 
government for the further development of Kazakh culture. We 
have asked Maksutzhan Aubakirov, the director of the publishing 
house, to tell us about its objectives. 


We have been entrusted with an extremely important task--the task of assisting in 
the aesthetic education of readers, especially the young ones. Our republic's 
culture has traveled a long road in its development in the 60 years of Soviet rule. 
In its truly “cosmic” flight, our music has progressed from a solitary dombra to 
symphonic orchestras. Our national opera and ballet, fine arts and architecture 
are developing rapidly.... The organization of the first specialized publishing 
firm in Central Asia and Kazakhstan resulted in the unprecedented flourishing of 
culture. 


When the long-range publishing plans were drawn up for the current 5 years and the 
period up to 1990, the major guidelines of all this work were defined. They in- 
clude the widespread popularization of cultural traditions and the summarization 
of the achievements of contemporary national art and the folk arts. Items in 

the publishing plan include Kazakh- and Russian-language publications on art his- 
tory, music history and dramatic theory, fiction and children's literature, 
graphics, sheet music, gusic textbooks and teaching aids, photo albums and posters. 
To aid the reader in making his choice, all of these will be concentrated in 
series. Book lovers already treasure one of our first books in the series on 
“Cultural Monuments"--the album entitled "The Mausoleum of Akhmed Yasava." An 
illustrated work by A. Margulan, the famous learned academic from the Kazakh SSR 
Academy of Sciences, “Kazakhskoye narodnoye iskusstvo”" [Kazah Folk Art] is being 
prepared for publication. Here the reader will find abundant information about 
the development of the applied and sonumental arts, from ancient times to the 
present day. 


Folk music and the works of our composers are widely represented in the publishing 
plan. One of the anthologies in the “Beloved Heritage” series will include pre- 
viously unknown melodies that were discovered by a folkloric expedition in 
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Ural’skaya Oblast. The collected songs of Kurmangaza, Dauletkerey, Seytek, 
Kazangap and others are also being prepared for publication. Kazakh susic has 
traveled a long and creative road. Now that its development within the framework 
of the unified socialist culture has reached its present high level, questions 
connected with its future development require truly scientific and profound dis- 
cussion. It is from this vantage point that we are striving to approach the 
manuscripts offered to the publishing house. 


New names will be added to the series of artists’ biographies entitled “Careers 
in Art." The first books in this series, "Po stopam starshikh" [Following in the 
Footsteps of His Elders], about the famous director and actor Sh. Aymanov, and 
“Golos zhivoy” [The Living Voice], about the remarkable singer Zh. Yelebekov, have 
already undergone “reader testing.” This year some historical and biographical 
essays about the life and work of K. Azerbayev, A. Kasteyev and others will also 
be published. 


Our publications are intended to reflect the development of Kazakhstan's sultina- 
tional culture and aid in the mutual mingling and enrichment of fraternal cultures. 
This is why the publishing plan includes “Sovetskiy koreyskiy teatr" [The Soviet 
Korean Theater], a work about the creative road traveled by this group, the only 
one of its kind in the nation; “Patterns,” a photo album of Uighur ornamental 
design and other works of this kind. 


Our collective hopes that publications about artistic achievements will arouse the 
reader's interest and touch the mind and heart of each individual. For this reason, 
great care is taken to preserve the artistic integrity of books, photo albums and 
posters. For aesthetic purposes, we are striving to make them more appealing, 
vivid and original. For example, the best works of the republic's famous masters 
of photography are represented in the photo album entitled "Soviet Kazakhstan." 


The publication of photo albums of the fine arts, portraying the works of 
Kazakhstan's leading artists, occupies an important place in the publishing house's 
plans. At the third Moscow international book fair and exhibit, which ended just 
recently, the Oner firm's products, particularly the albums entitled "The Kazakh 
SSR State Art Museum" and “The Ancient Gold of Kazakhstan,” aroused the interest 

of several foreign publishing firms. Soviet folk artist K. Tel'zhanov, who com 
piled the album “The Kazakh SSR State Art Museum" and wrote the introduction to 
this book, invites the reader on an entertaining tour of the suseum's exhibit 
halls. 


We have already received our first ewards for our decorative skillse-—-certificates 
from the all-union and republic “Book Art” competitions. 


The publishing house has issued ite first Karakh- and Russian-language editions 
of the almanac “Kazakh Art"--“Kazekheten oneri” and “Iskusstvo Kazakhetana.” The 
response has been favorable and extensive. 


Of course, it is difficult to speak of all of Oner's publications within the limits 
of this discussion. Special literature is envisaged to aid amateur art groups: 
anthologies of plays, variety skits, etc. 
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Posters which popularize the decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress, the 15th Congress 
of the Communist Party of Kazakhstan and the 250th anniversary of Kazakhstan's 
voluntary entry into the Russian nation occupy a central place in the publishing 
plan. 


Sizable tasks lie ahead for the collective, and we will have to deal with many 
problems. For example, we do not have enough authors as yet. This wili take more 
than 1 year. Leading republic composers, L. Khamidi, G. Zhubanova, Ye. Rakhmadiyev 
and others, are already working productively with the publishing house, however. 

It has been more difficult to enlist the services of art historians, fiim and drama 
critics, children's authors and writers specializing in art history memoirs. 


The republic has its own conservatory, more than 10 music institutes, around 400 
children's music schooJs and 1,500 ensembles of various types (symphonies, chamber 
music groups, variety troupes, vocal and instrumental groups and folk instrument 
orchestras). They need the editions we publish. Experience has shown, however, 
that bookstores are not studying reader demand sufficiently. It will evidently 
be necessary for the republic Ministry of Art and Ministry of Culture to establish 
the optimal size of editions and provide the necessary material resources. 


Since the time the Oner publishing house was founded in January 1980, more than 
200 printed works have been published, in 7.5 million copies. This naturally 
brings to mind Comrade L. I. Brezhnev's words at the festive meeting in Alma Ata 
oa the republic's anniversary, when he said that not one national writer, includ- 
ing the great Abay, saw his works printed in his own language prior to the revolu- 
tion. Today, however, the socialist culture of the Kazakh people is one of our 
most wonderful possessions. We publishers must popularize the best examples of 
artistic creativity and satisfy the spiritual needs of the Soviet people more 
fully. This was underscored at the 26th CPSU Congress and the 15th Congress of 
the Communist Party of Kazakhstan.

NEW UZBEK LITERARY JOURNAL--YOSHLIK (YOUTH), the new republic literary-artistic and 
social-political journal, is an organ of the Uzbek SSR Writers’ Union. It will appear 
monthly beginning January of next year in the Uzbek language. This illustrated 
youth journal is called upon to familiarize reader with works of beginning literary 
figures of the republic and Soviet and foreign authors. The name YOSHLIK is al- 
ready known in Uzbekistan as an almanac which appeared until now quarterly. It 

has been restructured and is now a monthly. The new publication is yet another 
testament to the unceasing concern of the party and government for the ideological- 
political education of the younger generation and the further creative gruwth of the 
young artistic intelligentsia of the republic.
